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HE Age is grown fo Critical 
xow-a-days, that a Book dare: 
not appear without a Preface, or 
ax Epiſile to it, for fear of being 
| cenſured ; which obliges me not 
to be fingular. As to this Decameron of No- 
vels, they are Spaniſh Relations, written by a 
Famous Author of that Kingdom. One of the 
moſt refia'd Wits of France thought it worth his 
Pains to render it into the Language of his Coun- 
try, with all the Graces and Advantages it might 
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derive from either. I have done it out of the 


latter, with a Freedom of Alteration and Addi- 
tion as my Fancy led me, to make it the moſt di- 
vertive I could in ours, which is the ouly Recom- 
meudation of Things of this Nature. The Word 
Decameron is derived from the Greek; though 
the Learned Boccace thought fit to make uſe of 
it in his Bock of Tales, which he divides into 
zen Days; of whom Count Balthazar, in his 


Preface to his Courtier, makes mention, and af- 
A 3 firms,

firms, That his Mort. Recreation (meaning 
His Decameron) brought bim more Honout than 
all thoſe more ſerious Pieces which he compo#d. 
"As to theſe Novels, in the main, they are con- 
ciſe, and carried on with much Eaſe and Free- 
dom; whereby the Reader might be diverted, 
and not tired, and receive profitable Advice how 
to avoid thoſe Daiigers and Iuconveniences others 
have run themſelves into. As to the Plots and 
Contrivancet of theſe Stories, in the Originalthey 
have been well approv'd of by many of our Mo- 
dern and moſt Ingenious Poets; inſomuch that 
many of their Plays hade been built upon theſe 
Foundations, I have no more to ſatisfy the 
Reader in, at prefent,. only, that the Eugliſbing 
of them has been à Diverſion to me, and" 1 hope 
to others they will not be-unpleaſaut.

| SISSY came to an Inn; who nimbly alight- 
ing from his Horſe, betook himſelf to a Bench, 
where haſtily opening his Breaſt, he ſoon gave evi- 
dent Demonſtrations of a fainting Fit, with which 
Surprize of Nature, his Body grew motionleſs : 
Whereupun the Miſtre's of the Houſe immediately 
I ran for Water, and thiowing ſome of it on his Face, 
in a ſhort time brought him again to himſelf. 

The stranger bluſſ ing to be ſeen in ſuch Diſorder, 
deſired preſently to be thewed his Lodgirg ; and, if 
it were poſſible, that be might have a Chamber to 
ghimſelf. The MViſtre's of the Houſe told him ſhe 

had but one Chamber empty, which had two Peds 

En it, and wes the only Accommodation ſhe had left 
or the Entertainment of another Gueſt. 
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The Stranger reply'd, he would give her any Satis- 
faction, provided he might enjoy the Room to him-

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Is he ſuch a one as you proclaim him to be? (reply d 
the Gentleman.) Yes, Sir, ( anſwered the Woman ) 
and when you ſee hin, you'll be of the ſame Opinion as 
I am. If it be ſo as you ſay, (laid he) though I ſit up 


* this Night, I am reſolved to view this curious Piece of 


Nature you ſo highly applaud : And preſently alight- 
ing, gave Order for his Supper, which was imme. 
diately got ready. | 

Now whilſt he was at Supper, in comes a Catch- 
pole of the Town, (as commonly they do in little 
Villages) and fits down by the Gentleman to keep 
him company : He did not forget to throw down 
three or four full Glaſſes of his Wine, neither was 
he backward in tafting of his Fare with a very little 
Entreaty ; a Kindneſs which the Catch-Pole thought 
he had deſerved to the full, for telling him a thous 
ſand idle Stories. 

Nor was the Maſter of the Houle leſs impertinent 
than the Catch- pole; who having made an end of

Preſently .frer Mid-night he begau to figh fo 
grievoufly, that with. eve.y $1gh he {cem'd to fend 
his Soul of an t.rrand out of his body; and fo 
deeply were they fetch'd from his Heart, that though 
the ſecond Gueſt was faſt afleep the Lamentations 
of his Chamber-feliow waked him So that won- 
dering at the Throbs wherewith he accompanied 
thoſe 5!g 1s, he atteatively ſet himtelf to liften ro 
the paſſionate Murmuis of one that ſeemed to be in

Nor could the other prevent his burſting forth in- 
to the following Lamentations : Of all others I am the 
9ſt unfortunate | Whether does the irreſiſtible Force of 
n Deſtiny hurry me Or what Hope have I to get ont of 
1% intricate Labyrinth wioerein Iam?

Anſwer ne, 
1 conjure thee, for I direct my Diſcourſe to thee al ns 
Perfor/n thy Vows to me, and relieve in this Diftlreſy ev 
that has ſo many ways obliged thee. 

Haying ſaid this, the ſeeming Gentleman was 
ſilent manifeſting by his Sighs that his Eyes were not 
ſparing of their Tears at the ame time; all which 
the ſecond Gueſt lay hearkenirg to with a ſtill and 
quiet Attention; collecting by thote Diſcourſes which 
he had heard, that without doubt it was a Woman

- | Now, Sir, (reply'd Don Franciſco) when the Lady 
Evadne and the Child ſhould appear, you will receive ent 
both as yours, the one for your Dutcheſs, the other as your 
Son? Moſt joyfully, (reply'd the Duke) as long-parch'd 
7 Grounds receive the welcome Showers ; for though I value 
my ſelf as a Gentleman, yet I efteem my ſelf more to be 
a Chriſtian, The Lady Evadne's Virtues merit a greater 
Title than I am able to dignifie her with ; and ſhall that 
s glovious Sun but once appear, or my Mother's Days be 
expired, the World ſhall then be certified, that if I under- 

ood what it was to be a Lover, I alſo knew how to finiſh 
thoſe Vows in Publick, which ſolemnly I made to her in 
Secret. 

This will be joyful News to Don Marcellus (ſaid 
Don Franciſco) if your Excellency will permit him to be 
a Sharer in it, and not be held any longer in Suſpence. 

I much reſent it, (reply'd the Duke) he has remain'd 
happy ſo long under a Miſtake. Don Franciſco being

Thus Thirgs ſtood when Don Bernardo diſcovercd 


himſelf ; but drawing near, he made a Halt for ſome Þ

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Marcellus, he knew not the Duke : He could not tell

returning them Thanks for this happy News, and 
teleaſing them of their Fears. | 
Then calling to Laurana, Evadne's Waiting- Wo- 


man, that delivered the Child to Don Franciſco, ſhe 


having taken Notice of Marcellus, ſtood trembling 
and quaking for fear: They ask'd her, ; 


if he knew 
the Perſon to whom ſhe delivered the Infant? She te- 


plied, No; but asd him if he were Gicacomo ? and 
© he anſwered, yes ; and upon that Belief ſhe gave it him. 


That's very tine; (ſaid Don Franciſco) and immediately 
Je 
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you ſhut the Door, bidding me have a Care of it, and ſee 
it ſaſe kept, and return quickly back. I confeſs you are 
in the right, anſwered Laurana, ſhedding many a 
Tear; but the Duke bid her refrain, adding, That 
mow there was no Occaſion of Mourning but Rejoycing ; 
and ſince Fortune has been ſo favourable to us, I will not 
as yet enter Milan, but return back to Bolognia : For all 
theſe ſeeming Contentments are but as a Shadsv till the 
ſeeing of Evadne make them prove veal So unani- 
mouſly they conſented, and preſently turn d about 
for Bolognia. 

Dor. Bernardo rode away before, to prepare cadne, 
that ſhe might not be ſurpriz'd with any ſudden Paſ- 
ſion upon the unexpected coming of the Dube and 
her Brother ; but not finding of her, he appeared 
the moſt dejected Man in the World; though when 
he ſaw Dorilz was wanting, he imagined that by her 
Diligence and Perſwaſions Evadi.e was miſſing.

In a word, they were all extreamly troubled, full 
of Cares, and various Imaginations not knowing 
what to think; but whilſt they were thus in their 


Ywhiſpering him in the Ear, acquainted him, That 
Piego, Don Franciſco's Page, had conceal'd a very 
handſome Woman in his Chamber ever fince his Miſter 
went, and did believe her Name was Evadne, for he 
heard him call her ſo.

The Turks, with their accuttomed Diligence,

* Oars, in ſhorc Space they recovered Fabiann; 
© where they muſter'd their Men, and finding they 
had loſt four of their beſt Soldiers, (Levant men, 
' as they call them, ther were the more whling to 
take their Revenge of me; and ther. fore the Aa- 
miral of the Cupcit..-Gulfry com. nanded hem to 
hang me vp :t the Man-Tard's Arm. Graciay. 
benolding their ſpeedy Preparations for my Deuth,

The cheif Captain, who was a Grecian, but a 
Renegado, deminded for Graciana Six thouſand

© order. The cauie of ſetting fo great a Price (as J 
underſtood afterwards) was, he was ſmitten with 
* the Beauty of Graciana, aud was therefore unwil- 
© ling ſhe thoull be redeemed, 

Gracianas Tarerts ofer'd him nothing on their 
Fart, relying on the Piomiſe my Steward liad made 
hem by my Older, renther did Hippolito make 
* ary 
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any Propoſitions towards her Ranſom. And ſo, af. 
ter many Demands and Capit e lations, my Steward 
coneluded rhe Buſinefs, giving for Graciana Five 
* thouſand Crowns, and for my leif Three thouſand. 
The Captzin accepted this Offer, forced thereunto 
by the Perſwaſions of his Companion, and all the 
* zeſt of his Soldiers; but becauſe my Steward had not 
ſo much Money in Caſh, he deſired only three Days 
Time, intending to ſell fo much of my Goods till 
he had made up the Sum. 
* Rozak (fo was the Captain call'd) was glad of 
( this, thinking in the mean while to find ſome Oc- 
caſion to break off the Bargin, and fo ſail d back a- 
gain to Fabiana, with a Promiſe to return at the 
End of three days, and to recive his Mony accor- 
ding to Agreement. But it ſo unfortunately fell out, 
dat the ſame Time the Turks diſcovered, from the 
 Main-Top-Maſt, fix Italian Galleys, and guels'd them 
as it was true) to be either of Malta or Sicily; fo 
that the Captains immediately hoiſting Sail, and 
turning their Prows- towards Barbary, in leſs than 
two Hours loſt the Sight of thoſe Galleys, and by 
the Help of approaching Night, ſecured the mſelves 
from the Danger that threatned them. 
© Now I leave it to your good Conſideration (Friend 
Pyrrbus) how much my Mind was troubled in this 
Voyage, finding it to fall out fo croſs and coutrary 
to that which I expected; and much more, when 
the next day the two Galleys reaching the Iſland of 
\ Pantanalea on the South Part, the Turks went to 
get Wood and freſh Victtuals ; but moſt of all, when

© Heart, and I began again to curfe my Misfortune, 
and called aloud for Death to ſeize me. Such and 
' ſo great was the Lamentatioa I made, that it 
© proved ſo offenſive ro my Maſter's tars, that he 
© threatned, if I uid not hold my Peace, he would 
i ſeverely puniſh me; whereupon I ſupprelled my 
Tears, and ſmorher'd my Sighs. But froward For- 
tune, not contented to have brought me into this 
© {0 narrow Straight, took a courle to overthrow all, 
' by taking from me all hope of Remedy ; for in an 
Inſtant the Storm we ſo mach feared overtook us, 
© and the Wind, which blew ſtrongly from the South, 
ble full in the Teeth of us, and began with ſuch

Our Captain's Deſign was to put into ſome Part

* what he delignd; for the Wind biew ſo high. chat 
© within little more than Fourteen Hours, we la our 
f ſelves two Leagues, or thereabouts. off the fame 
( ifland from whence we had put forth; and now 
there was no Remedy for hind. ing oft being dri- 
* ven upon it amongſt very high Rocks, whic 7 pre- 
ſented themſelves to our View, thieQtening us ich 
inevitable Death, 

We faw on the one fide of us that other Galley 
© wherein was Gr-crana, and all rhei. Turks and Cap- 
| * tive-Rowers lalonring hard with the Oars to keep 
| *rhemlclves off, as well as they could, from riun- 
ning 
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ning upon the ſame Dangers, We uſed the ſame 
© Means in ours, but with better Succeſs, for they be- 
© ing tir'd out with their Voyage, and overcome by 
© the Stiftneſs of the Wind, and blurſt'ring Storm, 
*forlaking their Oars, and abandoning their own 
© Safety, ſuffer d themſelves to fall amongſt the Kocks, 
© apaintt which the Galley daſhing it ſelf, was ſplit 
in a thouſand Pieces. 

Night was then drawing on, and great was the 
© Cry of thoſe that ga themſelves for loſt ; and the 
© Couſternation of thoſe in our Veſſel made aghing 
« Hearts, for that not any of thoſe things our Captain 
© commanded vas underſtood or done by them; only 
they piy'd their Oars, allowing it for their beſt Re- 
© medy, to turn the Prow to the Wind, and caſt two 
© Archors into the Sca, to keep oft Death for a 
* while, which they expected cvcry moment: Ard 
* alrhough the Terror of dying was dreaded by all 
+ the reſt, yet in me it was quite contrary ; for 
* flattering my felf with the allucing Hope of ha- 
© ving a Proſpect of her in the other World, who was 
© fo lately departed out of this, every minuce that 
* the Galley deferr'd iis drowning, or ſplitting 
© againſt the Rocks, ſeem'd to me an Age of Pain, 
and yet I conld not forbear, but caſt my Eyes ſome- 
times upon the inſulting Waves, to fee whether 1 
could eſpy floating upon thoſe proud Billows the 
| Body of unfortunate Graciana. 

At lenth Day appear'd but with the Symtoms of 
© a much greater Storm than the former; at which 
time we found our Veſſel riding out at Sea ſome diſ- 
* tance from the Rocks; but having difcyvercd a 
Point of the Iſland, which we perceived might 
© exfily be doubled, both Turks and C riſtians began 
© to be chcarful, and with nes Hopes ad ne Hearts 
falling vith Courage to their Work. in fix Hours 
« we doubled the Point, Where we fond the fea 
more calm, inſomuch that coming rider the Lee 
* of the Iſland, the Turks leapt cut to Land, and 
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'went to fee if there were any Relicks remaining 
© of the Galley, which the Night before fell among 
the Rocks; but even then, neither woald Fortune 
© be fo favourable to me, as to grant me that poor 
© Enjoyment which I hoped to have received, of 
© having Gracianas Body in theſe my Arms, whom, 
(though dead and bruiſed, I ſhould have thought 
my {elf happy to have embraced; thinking thereby 
to have maſter'd Fate, and link'd my ſelf to her tho' 
dead, whoſe Life my Stars had utterly deny'd me.

At theſe Words Hattem's Blood began to riſe ; fo 
that laying his Hand upon his Scymeter, Hazen, 
(ſaid he) my Intentions are the ſame as yours, and ſhe 
mine, for I was the firſt that purchaſed her; therefore 


f thou thinkeſt to circumvent me, this Scymeter ſhall de- 


tend my Right, cnd chaſtiſe thy Preſumption. 

The Cadi, who was attentive to all that had paſs'd 
between them, and burned no leſs in Love's Flames 
than either of the other, fearing leſt he ſhould loſe 
his Treaſure ; Hazen and Hattem, (ſaid he) let me 
entreat you both to lay aſide. theſe your Differences, which 
doubt not but to compoſe in ſuch a manner, that both of 
you may effect your Intentions, and the Grand-Seigrior 


} be ſenſible of both your Services. To theſe Words of 


the Fudge they ſhewed themſelves obedient. Hat- 
tem, yore would have this Chriſtian (faith the Fudge) 
for the Grand-Seignior, and Hazen ſays the like. Yor 
alledge, That you <vere the firſt in offering the demanded 
Prie? Hazen contradicts you : And though he doth not 
inforce his Argument ſo home, yet I underſtand you both 
arree to, buy the Slave for the ſame Purpoſe ; only yon got 
the ſtart of him in declaring firſt ; yet he ought not to be 
wholly defrauded of his Intentions : And theref re, in 
„V Opinion, let this Buſineſi be accorded thus, Hazen 
h pay Owe thouſand Crowns, and Hattem ſhall lay 

doꝛon 
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dowwn'the other Thouſand, and let the Captive remain in 


ny Power, to the end that I may ſend her in both your 


Names to Conſtantinople, that neither of you may re- 
main unrewarded ; for (as an Eye-witneſs) I can certify 


the Forwardne/s of you both to pratify the Grand-Se1g- 


nior , to which Purpoſe I will ſend her at my own Coſt 
and Charge, wi h that Equip:ge aud Aitendance whi-. 

is due t him to whom ſhe is ſent. 
Ibe two enamour'd Bafhaws neither could nor 
would . contradict him; cach of them forming and 
imagining in his Mind a Hope (though doubtful) of 
promiſing to themſelves the attaining of the End 
of their inflamed Deſires. Hazen, who was to con- 
tinue Vice-Hoy of Cyprecs, thought to win the Fudge 
by great Gifts to deliver the Captive up to him; 
and Hattem. having other Projects in his Head, and 
both corceiting his own. Deſign the. ſureſt, they. caſily 
condeſcended to what the Judge propounded, an d 
with a joint Conſent delivered the Captive preſently 
to him, and made preſent Payment to the Few of a 
Thoutand Crowrs apicce ; but then the Few would 
not part with her upon thoſe Terms, unleſs they 
would likewiſe purchaſe her Wearing-Apparel ard 
Jewels, which he valued at a Thouſand Crowns 
more. Upon which, the Cadi, or Judge, that he 
might not ihew himſelf leſs bountiful than the two 
Baſhaws, promiſed to pay that Thouſand Crowns ; 
thinking it proper to have her preſented in the ſame 

Dreſs (which ſhe then wore) to the Grand Seinnor. 
When Gaſparino ſaw all this, and that 1t was no 
Dream, he came to Pyrrhus, and whiipering him in 
the Ear, Frie, d (ſaid he) doſt not thou know her? Not 
J. (faid Pyrrus.) Then replied Gaſparino, This is 
Graciana. How ? (anſwered Pyrrbus.) Tis very cer- 
tin, (replied Gaſparino.) Peace then, (eplied Pyr- 
rhus) for Fortune is now ſo ordering the Buſineſs, that 
thou ſhalt find her complniſant, ſince Graciana is in my 
Maſter's Power. Gaſparino would have put him'elt 
into ſome Place to have been ſcen by her, but 2 
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rus would by no medns permit him, for fear ſome 
ludden Paſſion ſhould overthrow his preſent Hopes. 

Graciana being thus ſurrendet d up to the Fudge, 
he came to her, and taking her by the Hand, deli- 
vered her to Pyrrus, commanding him to convey her 
to his Lady Alhuma, with Orders to uſe her kindly, 
as being the Grand Seignior's Slave. Gaſparino ſeeing 
Fyrrhus lead her away all alone, followed her as far 
us he durft, But having loſt her, he went to ſeek out 
the Fewo, whom after he had found ont, he civily 
demanded of him, Where he had bought that Captive 
Chriſtian, and by <vhat means ſhe came into his Hands. 
The Few made him an{wer, Chat he met with her in 
tle Hand of Pantanalea, and that he bought ber of a 
certain uk, <rhoſe Galley had been ſplit agninſt the 
Ro bt of that Hand. And as he was proceeding in 
his Diſcourſe, he was interrupted by one who came 
from the B:ſhavs to inform the Jeu, that he muſt 
come immediately to them. 

Now as Pyrrus waited on her between the Tents 
and the Town, he took occaſion to ask Graciang, 
Vence ſhe <vas, and Where born? Who made him 
Anſwer, Her native Place was in the City ef Trepana. 
Then Pyrrbus queſtion'd her, Whether ſhe knew in 
tot City a Rich and Noble Gentleman called Gaſpa. 
no? At her hearing him named, Graciana fetchine 
Ja deep Sigh, Too crell, Sir, (ſaid ſhe) to wy Preju- 
ie. How te your Prejudice, Madam? (ſaid he.) 
Becauſe le knew ne (ſaid Graciana) to his on and 1 
Unhappizeſs. But I fray reſolve me, (ſaid Pyrrhus) 
dad you know in the ſame City anoiler Gentleman, u 
cery orthy Perſon, called Hippoiito ? I likewiſe kneto 
"1 (rephed Gracians) and 1 nay ſay more to my 
Grief than Gatparino, | 

But pray. Sir if I moy be fo bold to at you, Where 
2 17d you this [1:idlli-es e? 21 Caid Pyrrius of 
| Paicrmo, ard. by various Accidents in this Diſcuiſe : 
id as for Gufpirina and Hippoiito, I know then 
e, in regard it is not many Days ſince they were both 
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in my Power ; for certain Moors of Tripoli in Barba- 
ry had taken Hippolito Captive, and ſold him to a 
Tui k, cho brought him to this Iſland. 

But tell me, Sir, how came Gaſparino to this Iſland? 
He cane (reply'd Pyrrbus) wvith a Pirate, who took 
bim Priſoner in a Garden near the Sea-Shore of Tre— 
pana, and with hin a certain Virgin, but I could never 
get him to tell me her Name. He ftaid here ſome few 
Days with his Maſicr, who vas to go and viſit Maho- 
mct's Sepul hre; but juſt at the Time of his Departure, 
Galpuruo fell ſo extreamly ſick, that bis Maſter leſt 
Him bit h me, (as bein” his Country man) that 1 might 
z:ſe all the teſt Means I could for his Recovery, and take 
Care. of him. till his Return hither ; or that I ſbould ſend 
bin: to. him to Conſtantinople, according to the Advice |! 
fpoutd receive from hin. 

But the Gods had otherwiſe ordered it, ſince that un- 
fortunate Galparino, without any Symptom of a dange- 
vous Sickneſs, within a few Days ended his Life; ma- 
king often mention of one Graciana, (whom as he him 
ſelf told me) he loved more than his own Life, and was 
as dear to him, if not dearer, than his own Soul. Gra- 
ciana (as he related t» me) ſuffer d Shipwreck at the 
Iſland of Pantanalca, the Galley wherein ſbe <vas being 
ſplit upon the Rocks, and her ſelf drowned, whoſe Death 
he cor tinually lamented, till his Mourning had brought 
hin: to breath his laſt. 

Well, Sir, (reply'd Graciana) but as to that other 
young Man Hippolito, whom you ſpoke of, in theſe his 
Diſcourſes which he had with you, Did he not at any 
time ſpeak of Graciana ? Did he not tell you how ſhe and 
Gaſparino cbere ade Captives 2 Speak of ber! (ſaid 
Pyrrhus) Yes, a thouſand and a thouſand times; ani 
enquired of me very frequently, Whether any Female 
Chriſtian of that Name had of late been brought to this 
Iſland ; telling me withal, how joyful he would be to 
hear any Tidings of her, that he might ranſom her; t 
evhich Purpoſe he poſſeſſed his Maſter with ſo much Cre- 
dulity, that ſhe was not ſo rich as he ſuppoſed her to be 
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and that baving bad the Happineſs of enjoying of hey 
formerly, he needed not ſet ſo great a Value upon her : 
However, if three or four hundred Crowns would pur- 
chaſe Jer Freedom, he would willingly disburſe it for the 
Kindneſs be had formerly received from her. 

It ſeems (laid Graciana) he valued her Kindneſs but 


at a low Rate, that cvould not go beyond four hundred 


Crowns ; but Gaſparino was more Noble, Valiant, and 
Generous, fuller of Magnanimity, than to make ſo poor 
an Offer. O ye Gods ! forgive that incon ſiderate Wretch, 
cho avas the Occaſion of Generous Galpatino's Death ; 
for I am that unhappy Woman whoſe Death he ſo much 
lamented. And Heaven knows, were he now alive, how 
much I would repay his Kindneſs ! And ſhould be Wit 
neſs how ſenſible | am of his Misfortune, who hath en- 
dured ſo much for mine! Having ſo ſaid, ſhe be- 
ſought Pyrrbus (conſidering ſhe knew not where ſhe 
was, nor Whither her Fates would hurry her) to 
aſſiſt her in her Miſeries. 

Pyrrhus reply'd, he would perform to her all the Ser- 
vice he <vas capable of, and adviſe ber according to his 
beft Underflanding. With that he inform'd her of the 
Difference between the two Baſhaws upon her Ace 


count; and how ſhe now remained in the Power of 


the Fudge his Maſter, in order to convey and preſent 
her to the Great Turk, Han the Fourth, at Conſtanti- 
nople ; but he hoped Heaven would otherwile diſ- 
pole of her. However he adviſed her in the mean 
time.to uſe .a fair Deportment, and ingratiate her- 
ſelf into the Favour and good Opinion of Albuma 
his Maſter's Wife, in whole Cuſtody ſhe is to remain 
till they ſend her to Conſtantinople ; acquainting her 
withal of Albuma's Temper and Qualities ; witin 
many other things which might redound to her Be- 
nefit. At length they were arrived at his Maſter's 
Houſe. Albuma ſeing her ſo richly attired, and ſo 
lovely, gave her a very friendly and kind Entertain- 
ment. Pyrrhus, having render'd up his Charge, re- 
turning back to the Tents, gave Gaſparino an Ac-

count of what had paſſed between him and Gra-

, Gaſparino having attentively heard the Relation 
1 of his Friend; How muſt wwe (ſaid he) proceed in this 
| Affair, and employ our Time to the beſt Advantage? 
= That which is firſt of all to be done, (anſwered Pyr- 
whus) is for you to be entertain d in my Maſter's Service, 
«vuhich being effected, wwe will afterwards conſult what 


Is in the-next place moſt convenient. 
But while they were thus talking, came the Guar-

dian of the Chriſtian Captives belonging to Hazen, 

and took Gaſparino along with him. The Fudge re- 
turn d with Hazen to the City; and Hattem taking 2 
his Leave, prepared forthwith to ſet forward on his 2 
Journey, being very importunate with the Judge to _ 
Haften the ſending of the Captive Virgin ; and with- Fs 
al to write to the Grand Seignior in his Behalf, for * 
the better promoting his Intereſt: All which the an 


Fudge promiſed to perform, though he meant other- 2 
wiſe, Hattem being gone, full of falſe Hopes, and * 
Hazen abiding behind, not altogether in Deſpair, my 
PyrrÞus ſo brought the Buſineſs abont, that Gaſpa- I Dp; 
rino was entertained into his Maſter's Service: But 
fill Time's Hour-glaſs run on ; and Gaſparino burn'd 
fo with Defirc to lee Graciana, that he could not en- 
joy one Minute of Reſt : And now Gaſparino was 
advis'd to change his Name, the better to conceal 
him from Gracana's Knowledge, before he had 
ſeen her; (fo he gave himſelf the Name of Mau- 
ritinio:) But it was ſo difficult a Task to ſee her, 

he could not as yet obtain it. 
| Yer one Day it ſo happen'd, that the Lady 4lby- 
zun beheld her Slave Mauritinio and took ſuch an 
Attection fo him, that he made a deep Impreſſion in 
her Heart, and fixed a ſtronger in her Memory ; and 
perhaps taking little or no Satisfaction in the cold 
*mbraces of her aged Hvsband, ſhe eaſily gave 
way to this her luſtful Deſire, and acquainted Gra- 
n (whom thc now dearly loved) with her * 
WIIn- 
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wiſh-for Embraces. Graciana indeed was of an 
obliging Temper, and ſweet Bahaviour : Her there. 
fore Albuma inform'd, That the Judge had received 
into bis Houſe a Chriſtian Captive, of a lovely Af- 
pect, and fine Deportment ; that in her Eye he was 
the comelieſt Perſon that ever ſhe beheld ; and that 
he was of the ſame Country with Pyrrhus, but 
could not contrive which way to bling it about, 
whereby he might underſtand her Aſtection for him, 
and ſhe fearing he ſhould flight her Amours when he 
did know of it. 

Graciana being willing to pleaſe her, ask'd, What 
was the Captive's Name? Albuma told her, Mauriti- 
nio. To whom Graciana reply'd, If be be a Gentle- 
man, and of the ſame Place you ſay he is, I muſt needs 
know him; but of the Name of Mauritinio, I don't re- 
member any ſuch in” Trepana : But if your Ladiſhip 
will permit me to ſee him, and diſcourſe with him, I 
ſhall be able to inform you, both who he is, and cuhat 
may be expected from him. It ſhall be done (ſaid 4lbu- 
ma) with the firſt Opportunity; and accordi» 7 to your 
Diſcretion you may give him ſome Light of my Aﬀe&#ions ; 
and in ſo doing this friendly Office, I ſyall place the 
greater Eſteem upon you. 

As Albuma had thus declared her ſelf to Gracianæ, 
within leſs than two Hours after, the Judge calling 
Pyrrbus and Mauritinio to him, with no leſs Ethcacy 
than Albama his Wife had done to Graciana, did he 
diſcover to them the Affections he had for the Vir- 
gin-Captive, requiring their Privacy, and, Advice 
what Courſe he ſhould take to keep the Female 
Chriftian to himſelf, and yet comply with the Graud- 
Feie nior, whoſe ſhe was; acquainting them withal, 
That he would rather die ten thouſand Deaths than once 
reſign her up to him. After ſeveral Conſultations, 
amongſt Perſons aiming at contrary Ends, it was at 
length concluded, That Mauritinio, as being a Per- 
fon of her own native Countrey, ſhould undertake 
to court her for his Maſter ; and if be could not 
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prevail by fair Means, he ſhould then uſe Violence 


to force her; and that being done, they ſhould then 


report abroad ſhe was dead. The Fudge, or Cadi, 
reſted extreamly well ſatisfied wi.h this Contrivance 
of his Slaves, gave Pyrrbhus his Liberty, and after 
his Death half of his Goods: He likewiſe promis'd 
Mauritinio not only his Freedom, but a good Store 
of Crowns if he ſucceeded. 

Now if he were ſo generous and noble in promi- 
fing, his Captives were as prodigal in their Perfor- 
mances ; offering to pull down the Moon to do him 
Service, much more eaſily to draw Graciana to his Em- 
braces, ſo as Mauritinio might have the Opportuni 
of diſcoutſing with her. I will grant him free 2 
to ber (ſaid the Cadi, or Fudge) as often as Need re- 


. = if that will advance the Buſineſs ; and to tha 


Purpoſe Iwill ſend away Albuma my Wife to her Friends 


in the Country; and in the mean time Graciana ſhats 


have all the Liberty in the World to diſcourſe and con- 
verſe with her Country man. This Agreement being 
made between theſe Three, all was huſh'd. 

The next day the Cadi, or Judge, came to Albuma, 
and in a pleaſant Humour told her, She might when 
ſhe pleaſed viſit her Father and Mother, and ſtay in the 
Country as long as ſhe would, or till he ſent for her. 
But in regard her Heart was over- joy d with thoſe 
fair Hopes which Gracians had given her, ſhe had 
no Inclination of going ; and therefore told him, 
At this time ſhe had no great Fancy to depart from home, 
or to go thit her; when ſhe had, ſhe would acquaint him 
with it; but <vhenever ſhe went, ſhe did deſion to tale 
the Captive Chriſtian along with her. By no means, 
(replied the Fudge) for it is not requiſite that the 
Grand-Seignio:'s Female Slrve ſhould be ſeen by any 
Perſon. That matters not much, (reply'd/4Albuma) for 
ſhe may be as private in my Father's Houſe as any where 
el/e : Beſides, the longeſt Time I mean to ſpend wit" 
them ſhall not be above four or five Days; for that will 
ſeem an Age to me to be fo long abſent from you. R 

ä Fudge 
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Fudge made ET: becauſe he would give her 
no Occaſion to [ufpect his farther Intentions, 
Whilſt theſe Tranſactions were agitating, the 


Fudze had ſome Affairs to mind, which Abuma his. 


Wie knew would detain him from home for the 


Space of four Hours. He was no ſooner gone, but 


ſhe commanded Mauritinio to be call'd to her. No 
ſooner was Marritinio admitted, but he walked thro' 
the whole Houte, gazing about him, yet could he 
not perceive any thing, fave a dumb and ſtill Silence, 


till he caſt his tye ahde where Graciana ſat, at the 


Foot of a curious Stair-caſe of poliſh'd Marble, 
which led up to a ſpacious Gallery that ſurrounded 
the whole Houſe. Inſtantly fo many Paſhons ſeiz'd 
the enzmour'd Gaſparino, as wrought in him both 
Amazement and Refreſhment : He confider'd with 
himſelf, that he was a Captive, and in another's. 
Power, but at length overcoming with all Facility 
thoſe little Irreſolutions, with a formidable Love, 
and exhilerating Sadneſs, and puſillanimous Courage, 
advanced to the Place where the fat; at which time 
Graciana turning her Head aſide, fix'd her Eyes up- 
on Mauritinio, who look'd no leſs ſtedfaſtly upon 
her. 

But when both their Looks encountering thus each 
other, by different Effects had given evident Signs 
of that which their ſeveral Souls felt within; Gaſ- 
parino was at a Stand, and wanted Motion to advance 
further; and Gracinna, who, upon Pyrrbus's Rela- 
tion of Gaſparinos Death, gave credit to it, but be- 
holding him now fo unexpectedly alive, full of 
Fear and Amazement, blels'd her ſelf, as if ſhe had 
ſeen ſome Apparition. Gaſparino coming to him- 
ſelf, and underſtanding by her Geſtures rhe truæ 
Cauſe of Graciana's Fears, aſſured her, in the moſt 
paſſionate Expreſſions that a Lover could invent, 
that he was the ſame unfortunate Gaſparino whom 
ſhe had made ſo. Graciana, having diſſipated her 
Fears, deſired him to ſpeak lower, and not ſpeak of 
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any thing but to what ſhe ſhould ask him. For 
(laid ſhe) you may be ſure our Lady bath a quick Ear, 
and may over-hear our Diſcourſe : And (to deal plainly 
with you) has acquainted me that ſhe is a great Ad- 
mirer of you, and has enployed meto intercede With you 
in her Behalf. If you anſwer her Deſire, your Days 
here in Captivity may ſeen: more eaſy to you, thouch the 
Emd prove pernicious ; however, for the preſent you muſt 
counterſeit your Embracements, firſt, for my Deſire, and 
ahe next, that it is a Piece of Rudeneſs to deſpiſe any 
Lady's Addreſſes. | 
o this Gaſparino reply'd, I never could Jarbonr 
any ſuch Thoug hs, Fair Graciana, that any Seruice you 
Hould ever command me to undertake, ſhould prove ſo hard 
4 Tash for me to perform as this which you lay before me; 
xeither is it arreable to the Honour and Faith of a Gen- 
le nan, or the Reputation of a good Man, to feign or 
#:ſimble in ſuch <veighty Conſequences, Hecvever, be- 
sauſe you ſhall not ſay I gave a Refuſil to your firſt Re- 
gueſt, your Commands ſball be obey d; I ill, Janus- 
like, look two ways ; purſue the Ill, becauſe it is for 
Good to come of it. I «vill, to ſatisfy your Deſire, and 
Albuma's Pleaſure, (Luft I ſhould have call d it) com- 
ply as far as a counterfeit Vielding will permit, ſo that 
thereby I may gain the Happineſs of ſeeing you; to 
Which purpoſe do you ſtudy for my Anſwers to her accor- 
ding to your Diſcretion, Which having ſaid, he en- 
treated her briefly to tell him how ſhe eſcaped from 
the Hands of the Pirates, and how ſhe came into 
thoſe of the Few, who fo lately ſold her. 
The Story of my Misfortunes ( anſwered Gra- 
* ciaxa) requires more Leiſure than Time will now 
permit; yet will I nat leave you wholly unſatisfied, 
* Know then, that the very ſame Evening we parted, 
* NozaR's Galley was carried with a ſtrong Wind to 
* rhe ſame Ifle of Pantanalea, where we likewiſe 
* faw your Veſſel; but ours, we being not able to

erer, Rozak, foreſeeing his own Deſtruction and 
mine 
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mine before his Eyes, before the fatal Ruin hap- 
peu id. took care to have me rowed on Shore, be- 
tu een two Casks faſten'd together, which was done 4 | 
© at fiſt by the Captain himſelf, who had ventured © 
© his Life to ſave mine, till an unfortunate Billow 
© threw him upon the Rocks, and daſhed out his . 
© Brains, After which, two others, who were en- 
deavonring to ſave themſelves, took hold of my 

© Cable, and hall'd me to Land, where JI lay in a 
swoon for ſome time; but of this I know nothing 
my ſelf, but by Information, With me, eight 

* other Perſons ſaved themſelves, who, though + 
Turks, us d me with as much Reſpect as if I had 
© been related to them. We kept our ſelves cloſe 
in a Cave for eight Days, the Turks fearing the 
* Chriſtians ſhould eſpy them, which had Command 
© of the Fort in the®*lfland ; and : ll that time ve.. 
fed upon nothing but the wet Bishet which the Sea 
*caſt upon the Shore from the broken Bins of the 
Galley, which the Turks gathered up by Night, 
that they might not be diicovered. 

At the eight Days End there arrived upon that - 
© Coaſt a Veſſel of the Moors, which came to un 
Anchor a little off the Land; upon which the 
* Turks made ſuch Signs to the Vera, which lay not 
far off, that they which-were in her perceiv'd they 
* were Tyrks that call'd to them. Thercupon they 
$ ſent out their Cock-boat, and received them into 
© their Bark, wherein was an exceeding rich Fecyu, 
© a Merchant; all the Lading of the Veſlel, or the 
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* moſt Part of it, was his, being freighted with 4 
© Carpets and Hides, with other Commodities, which A 
* they carry from Barhary ro the Levant. In that 0 
© Vetſel the Turks failed for Tripoli; and in that TH 
© Voyage they ſold me to the Few for Two thau- 1 


* wards me had not made him fo generous, a 


* afterwards declared to me. 


© ſand Ducats, an exceſſive Price, if his Love to- 73 
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Leaving the Turks after all this in Tripoli, the 
* Veile| rack'd about to perform her Voyage, and 
the Few began to be very hot in his Sollicitations : 
At length deſpairing to obtain his luſtful Ends, he 
© reſolved to make the moſt of me the firſt Oppor- 
* tunity that ſhould offer it ſelf : At laſt he under- 
* ſtood that the Two Baſhaws were in this Ifland, 
© where he might fell and vend his Merchandize as 
© well as ia X%, whither he was bound; and inten- 
ding to ſel} me to one of the Baſhaws, he put me 
in this Habit which I have on, to make me the 
more ſaleable and amiable to the Eyes of thoſe 
that bought me. 

And now I underſtand this Cadi, or Fudge, has 
* purchas'd me, with a Deſign to fend me as a Pre- 
« tent to che Great Turk, of which I am not a little 
* fearful. Here 1 heard of your ſuppos'd Death : 
Aud I muſt now declare to you, if youu dare believe 
me, that"it grieved me to the very Soul; though I 
* rather envied than pitied your Misfortune ; not out 
© of any Diſreſped bur becauſe I knew you were 
then happy, while J continued.in Miſery. 

Dear Graciana, (reply'd ) you judged a- 
right in what you have now ſpoken ; only Death had de- 
prived me of this H ippineſs which I now enjoy, in ſee- 
ing of you once more; a Feli ity which I efteem more 
dear than my Liſe. But, Faireſt of Creatures, I am 
now to acquaint jeu, the Judge my Maſter, by no leſs 
various Accidents than yours, entertains the ſame Affec- 
tions to you as Albuma your Lady declares ſhe has for 
me; and he has made choice of me to be the Interpreter 
of his Thoma hits: I received the Motion, though not to 
do him that Piece of Service, but to gain the happy Op- 
rortunity of converſing with the Foy of my Life. Thus 
40% may ſee (ear Graciana) to what hard Meaſure 
our Misfortunes have hurried us ; you to be Agitator in 


ing ſuch Iiupoſſibilities, and me likewiſe to be Solli- 


itor in ſuch a prodigious Cauſe as this, which rather than

obtain, I would forfeit Life, and all I have, which now 
I value, fince it has afforded me this great Happineſs. 


{I am doubtful what to ſay, or imagine, (reply'd' 
© Graciana) how we ſhall be able to get out of this 


* Labyrinth ; but you fee what our Condition con- 
© ſtrains us to make uſe of: I am ſure our Inclina- 
tions never tended to Diſſimulation ard Deceit: 
We muſt now make a Virtue of Neceſſity; and 
therefore I will acquaint Albuma with ſome feeling 
Expreſſians pretended to be yours, that ſhall rather 
© entertain her with Hopes, than drive her to De- 


ſpair. You ſhall likewiſe report of me to the 


Fudge what you think moſt convenient, that may 
© not prove prejudicial to my Honour, but prevent 
© his Deſigns: And ſince I wholly entruſt you with 
© it, you may allure your ſeif it never was yet viola- 
ted; though indeed thoſe Diſficulties I have endu- 
*red might call it in queſtion. As for our conver- 
© fing one with another will (by their means) appear 
© very Caly, provided you declare to none your Pre- 
tenſions to me; for in chat very Hour you do that, 
© you mult expect never to ſee me more; for I would 
© not have you prize me at ſo low a Rate, to think 
© that Captivity can effect that, which Liberty could 
© not attain to. 

Madam, (replied Gaſparino) as to that Particular, 
you may at Preſent eaſily command my Obedience + I am 
willins, eer I entertain ſuch Thoughts, to give you far- 
ther Proots of my Aﬀection, in working your Delive- 
rance and mine. Now as to what concerns the Judge, 
tale you no Care of that, but do you undertake the like 
ith Albuma. : 

With this they took their Leaves of each other: 
Grariana remained very well fatished with Gaſpa- 
rino's fair Intentions, and he the moſt joyful Man in 
the World, that he had heard Graciana {peak with 
lo much Swcetne!s, 

Abu na, in this Interim of Time, had hut her 
felf up in her Oratory, praying to her Prophet Ma- 
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b»met, that Graciana might bring her good Tidings 
of the Buſineſs recommended to her Care, Nor was 
the Fudge leſs ſollicitous than his Lady, as wholly 


depending upon a good ſucceſsful Anſwer, which he 


hoped to receive from Mauritinio, to whoſe Charge 
he committed diſcomfing with Graciana. 

Graciana greatly pleaſed Albuma, by giving her 
very good Hopes that Mauritinio would acquieſce to 
he: Deſires; but telling her withal, He muſt entreat 
ber Patience while two Moons were firſt expired, befor: 
evhich time he could not anſwer that which he much 
more deſired than her ſelf ; and this Forbearance was on- 
y deſired, that he might finiſh bis Vows for his Delive- 
rance from Bondage. Albuma was not at all diſpleas'd 
with the Excuſe of her belov'd Maurinitio, but pro- 
miſed to obtain his Freedom before the appointed 
Time, provided he would anſwer her Expectation ; 
and therefore cntreated Graciana to inform him of 
it, and ſee what Operation ſhe could make on him 
to diſpenſe with the faid Time, engaging withal to 
furniſh him with as much Money as the Fudge 
ſhould require for his Ranſom, 

As for Gaſhparino, before he would return an An- 
ſwer to his Maſter, he conſulted with Pyrrbus what 
Anſwer to make him; and the Reſult of it was, 
That they ſhould acquaint him the Caſe was deſpe- 
rate, without any Hopes of winning her; and 
therefore, as ſoon as poſſibly he could, he ſhould 
carry her away to Conſtantin ple; and that in the 

Way thither, cither by fair Means or Force, he 
might obtain his Deſires. Then to keep from the 
Grand Seigniors Diſpleaſure, he ſhould purchaſe for 
him another Slave, which in the Voyage ſhould be 
thrown Over-board, upon prete:.ce that Graciana 
was fallen ſick, and dead of her Diſtemper; which 
they aid ſhould be done in ſuch a manner, as it 
ſhould not be diſcovered :; neither ſhould he incur 
the Grand. Seignior's Diſpleaſure, but filful his own 
Heart's Deſire. Afterwards, for the Continuance of 
| his 
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his Favour, they would invent ſome Stratagem, 
which ſhould make all firm and ſecure. 

This old Judges ſtrong AﬀeStions to Graciana had: 
ſo blinded the Eyes of his Underſtanding, that had 
they told him a thouſand greater Unlikelihoods, he 
wonld have believed them all; only one more Dif- 


ficulty offer d it ſelf to the Fudge, which in his 


Opinion was greater than all the reſt; which was, 
leſt his Lady ſhould hinder him from going to Con- 
flantinople, without permitting her to go with him. 
But immediately they removed that Obſtacle, by 
informing him, That in the Room of the Chriſtian, 
which they were to buy, and to throw Over-board 
inſtead of Graciana, Albuma would ſerve excellent 


well for that purpoſe ; and none better to pleaſe 


him, whom he earncſtly defired to be freed from 
more than Death. | 

This Scruple being thus removed, that very Day 
the Fudge diſcourſes with Alluma concerning the 
Voyage he intended to make to Conſtantinople, to 
tranſport the Chriſtian to the Grand Seignior, by 
whole Bounty he hoped to receive ſome higher Pre- 
ferment, Auma replied, ſhe approved very cvell of 
his Deſion ; thinking he would leave Gaſparino at 
home ; but when ſhe found he was to go with him, 
ſhe began to change her Opinion, and to diſſwade 
him from that which before ſhe had adviſed him to. 
In ſhorc, ſhe concluded, That if he did not take her 
with him, ſhe <vould uſe all the Means poſſibly could be 
found out to hinder his Voyage. That pleaſed the 
Fudge, who had before determined to ſhake off the 
Yoke which was ſo uneaſy to him. 

All this while, Hazen Baſbacu was not negligent 
in folliciting the Fudge to rclign up the Chriſtian 
Slave to him, offering him Mountains of Gold; 
but all his Gifts and Promiſes wrought no Effect up- 
on him, but to forward him more in his Departure. 
Within twenty Days he had fitted and rigg'd up a 
Brigantine of fiftecn Banks, manning it with volun-

tary Soldiers, luſty young able Men, partly Moor, 


and ſome Greek Chriftians. Therein he embarked all 


his Wealth: Neither did Albuma leave any thing 
in her Houſe of any conſiderable Value ; for Albu- 
ma's Deſign was the fame with that of Pyrrbus, That 
<vhen the Veſſel was out at Sea, Galparino and he ſhould 
make themſelves Maſters of the Brigantine, and ſail 
away with it. But ſhe thought not fit to declare her 
Intentions to them, till ſhe faw her ſelf embarked, 
hoping thereby to gain Gaſparino's Affection; being 
verily perſwaded, That carrying ſuch Store of Wealth 
along with her, he would not refuſe her for his 
Wite. a 

But as private as Ahuma kept her Deſign, Gaſpa- 
ino underſtood it from Graciana, whom Alhuma had 
made acquainted with her Contrivance. And now 
the Day of Departure being come, Hazen went forth, 
and accompanied them to the Sea-fide ; where he re- 
mained with his Eye fixed upon the Brigantine, till 
he had quite loft the Sight of it. But then, as one 
who having long continued in ſuch Torment, oppref- 
fed by Love, which did diſturh his Quiet, being ready 
furniſhed with Intentions, without Delay he put that 
preſently in Execution, which with long Delibera- 
tions he had forccaſted : Having therefore a Veſſel 
for that Purpoſe ready in another Port, he clapr into 
her fifty Soldiers, with all his Friends and Acquain- 
cance, whom he had obliged by many Gifts and Pro- 
miſes, giving a ſtrict Charge to put forth to Sea im- 
mediatciy, and recover the Fudve's Brigantine, and 
to pnt to the Sword all that were in her, except Gra- 
ciana the Captive: Allo he gave them Order to fink 
the Veſſel, that nothing might remain, the better to 

revent Diſcovery, 

Nor did they nced many Arguments, for their Co- 
vetouiſne!s of the Plunder added Wings to their Feet 
and Courage to their Hearts, conſidering the Vaſt 
neſs of the Spoil Which was known to be in the 
Veſſol. 

TVo 
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Two Days had the Brigantine ſailed in her inten- 
ded Courſe, which to the Fudge ſeemed two Ages: 
For the firft Day he greatly deftred to have put his 
Deſign in Execution, but his Slaves adviſed him to 
the contrary ; for the firſt Contrivance was, that Gra- 
ciana ſhould fall fick, the better to ſhew a Pretence 
to her Death, which would require a little longer 
time. He did not approve of ſo long a Delay, but 
would have it reported, ſhe died ſuddenly ; and ſo 
quickly make an end of what they had projected, by 
diſpatching his Wife out of the way, that he might 
allay the Heat of that Fire which by degrees cone 
ſumed his Bowels. But, in concluſton to what they 
propoſed he at length condeſcended. 

In this Space of Time, Albyuma had diſcover'd her 
Deſign to Pyrrbus and Gaſparino, and they were ready 
to put it in Execution, as ſoon as they had doubled 
certain Points they were to ſail by ; but the Fudge 
was ſo hafty with them, and ſo ſharp ſet, that _ 
were forced to promiſe him to perform the Las 
they undertook, upon the firſt Opportunity that 
ſhould offer it ſelf. And now the Day began to ap- 
pear, wherein (according to the Contrivance of 
Pyrrhus and Gaſparino) they were to accompliſh. their 
Deſires, or to end their Days; when on a ſudden 
they deſcry'd a Veſſel, which with Sails and. Oars 
made briskly after them. Ar firſt they were afraid 
they had been Chriſtian Pirates, from whom neither 
one nor the other could expect any Benefit. 

Thereupon theyjprepar'd to defend themſelves, and 
to do all that might be done in ſuch a Cale of Ne- 
ceſſity: Three Hours afterwards they drew nearer to 
them, till they came within Cannon-Shot. Percei- 
ving this, they immediately ſtruck Sail, and looſed 
their Oars, and put themſelves in a Poſture fit to 
receive them: But when the Veſlel came within 
Sight, the Fudge bid them chear up, and fear nothing, 
for the Veſſel was Turkiſh, and would do them no Pre- 
judice : Withal, he commanded a White Flag ſhould 
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ently be hung out, which they in the other 

alley, already blinded with Greedineſs of Gain, 

took no Notice of, but made up with greater Fury 
to board the Bregantine, 


At the Approach of this Danger, Pyrrhus, by 


chance, turning his Head aſide, percetv'd from ano- 
ther Point of the Compals, another Galley bearing 
up with fail Sails, carrying Chriſtian Colours, 

Now I am apt to believe, that the Fudge would 
have given all the Hopes of his Pleaſure, to have 
found himſelf again in Nicoſia, ſo great was his 
Confuſion and Amazement ; more eſpecially to ſee 
himſelf ſo fiercely attack'd by the firſt Veſlel, that 
they wanted very little of ſinking his Bregantins. 
But when he ſaw them to be Soldiers of Nicoſia, he 
ſoon gacls'd the Cauſe of their coming, and by whom 
ſet to work, and gave himſelf for a loſt Man. In- 
deed, had it not been that the Soldiers more minded 
— Spoil than the Slaughter, not a Man had eſcap'd 
alive. 

But by this time, when they were moſt buſie about 
their Pillaging, the Veſſel bearing Chriſtian Colours 
came up with the Victor Galley, and began to bat- 
ter it very rudely ; but before the came to grapple 
with her, the Captain demanded, What Veſſel that 
was, and from whence : They made anſwer that it 
bolong'd to Hazen the Balhaw, Vice-Roy of Cyprus. 
How comes it then to paſs that you, being Muſelmen, 
have robb d this Veſſel, which carries the Judge of 
Nicoha ? To which they anſwer'd, That they were 
commanded to take her by their Superiour, and ;herefore 
they were to obey, without asking ony Queſtions. 


The Captain of the laſt Veſſel, thus ſatisfied with 


that which he deſir'd to know, fell oft from Hagens, 
and made towards that of the Fudge, and with the 
very firft Volley of Shot he kill'd him ten of his 
Men; and preſently after entred her with great Cou- 
rage and Speed, But they had ſcarce ſet their Feet 
upon the Hatches, but the Fudge wftantly knew 
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Baton the Baſhaw, who with the ſame Deſign as 
Hazen, had perſu'd him; and that he might not be 
known, had put forth Chriftian Colours. 

The Fudge underftanding the Intentions of both 
theſe Lovers, finding himlelf thus ſet upon, began 
to ſhew his Anger, reviling one, reproaching ano- 
ther, and threatning others, and ſo ſeverely rebuk'd 
che Soldiers, for diawing their Swords againſt a 
Fudge and Miniſter of Mabomet, and their Natural 
Sovereign the Grand Seignior, that the Seamen began 
to conſider what they had done, and were about to 
put up their Scymeters ; only Bazon ſhut his Eyes 
and Ears to all that he ſaw or heard, and falling up- 
on the Judge, gave him ſuch a Cut on the Head, 
that if the Blow had not been born off by the Thick- 
nels of his Turbant, he had cleft his Scull in ſun- 
der ; for it came with ſuch a Force, that it ſtruck 
him down between the Banks of the Veſſel. 

This Action cauſed Bazens Soldiers to follow the 
Example of their General ; ſo that all was now 
again in worſe Confuſion than before : Bazon's Men 
fell upon the Fudge, and Hazen s Soldiers fearing 
that Bazen's Men ſhould get their Plunder from them, 
entred Bazon's Veſſel; that, in Concluſion, the 
Slaughter was ſo great, that there was hardly a 
Turk left alive, but what was much wounded. 


Gaſparino and Pyrrhus obſerving that the Turks 


were in a manner all ſlain, and thoſe which 1e- 
main'd alive were ſore wounded, now thought it 
their only Opportunity ; and therefore calling to 
their Aſſiſtance two Kinſmen of Albuma's, and being 
aided by the Volunteers, who were Venetians, who 
with a great deal of Eaſe, and without receiving ſo 
much as one Wceund, they cut the Throats of all 
the reſt ; and boarding Bazon's Galley, which they 
found without Defence, they took it, with all that 
was in it. . 


of 
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Of thoſe that dy d in the ſecond Encounter, was 
Bazon the Baſhaw, whom a Turk, in Revenge to the 
Fudge, ran through the Body, 

Being now Maſters of all the three Veſſels, by 
Pyrrhus's Advice they took out all things that were 
of any Price or Value, both in their own and Hazen's 
Veſlel, and ftow'd them in Bazor's Galley, which 
was a Veſſel of far greater Burden, and fitter to take 
in the Lading ; nor did they want Rowers, for they 
being moſt Venetian Slaves, were glad of the Oppor- 
tunity to return home, after they had carried the 
Veſſel where Pyrrhus ſhould require them. 

But before they fer ſail, Pyrrhus and Gaſparino, 
full of Expreſſions of Joy for their good >ucceſs, 
went to Albuma, and told her, that if ſhe would 
return to Cyprus, they would man her own Veſlel, 

and give her one half of the Goods which the had 
embark'd. But ſhe having not yet loſt that Amorous 
Affection, which ſhe bare to Gaſpbarino, told him, 
he would ro with him to Venice, or elſe-wwhere. 

The Judge was by this time come to himſelf; 
having dreſt and bound up his Wound as well as 
the Place would permit: They likewi e inform'd 
him, that he ſhould take his Choice, either to go 
with them, or return in the ſame Veſſel he let forth 
to Nicoſia, To Which be reply'd, That ſince his ill 
Fortune had been ſo great, he would /u'plicate the Grand 
Seignior to redreſs thoſe Injuries he had received from 
Bazon and Hazen, two of his Baſhaus. 

In the End they mann'd his own Veſſel, and fur- 
niſh'd him with all things necefl.ry for the Voyage: 
They gave him fome Chequins, of thoſe which once 
had been his own; and ſo having tiken his Leave, 
he begg'd that Graciana world venchyafe hut only to 
embrace him, which he could lock upon as a oveat Rind- 
neſs, and would of it ſelf be ſufficient to make Vini ſor- 
get all his Misfortunes : To which Graciana yielded, 


at the requeſt of Pyrrhus and Gaſparino : That done, 
the 
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the Fudge further begg'd her but to lay her Hand upon 
his Head; not doubting but her charming Hand 
would heal his Wound; which Graciana did like- 
wiſe perform according to his Deſires: And new 
having bored many Holes in Hazen's Veilel to fink 
it, a merry Eaſtern Gale ſeeming to court the Sails, 
they made ſuch freſh way, that in a very few Hours 
they loſt the Sight of may” we Bregantine, who, 
with Tears in his Eyes. ſtood behoiding how the 
Wind carried away his Wealth, his Wife, and Gra- 
ciana his Soul's Delight. 

The Wind ſtill favouring them, without touching 
any where, in a few Days they got within Sight of 


their beloved Country, which not a little augmented - 


that Joy which had already taken Poſſeiſion of their 
Hearts ; and no Wonder their Spirits were tranſport- 
ed with a new Contentment, which is one of the 
greateſt that can be purchaſ.d in this Life, to arrive, 
after a long Captivity, ſafe in their own Native 
Country; there being nothing can aqualize it, but 
the Pleaſure of Victory and Conqueſt, About an 
Hour after Day-break, they found themſelves within 
lels than a League of the City; at what Time 
Gaſparino gave Order to trim the Veſlel with ſeveral 
Flags, #ticame s, and Pendants, and row d leiſurely 
into the Haven ; which being diſcovered from the 
Port, an infinite Number of People preſently ſhew- 
ed themſelves upon the Shore. 

In the mean time, Gaſparino intreated Graciana to 
cloath and dreſs her ſelf in the ſame manner as when 
= was conducted by the Few into the Bafhaw's 

ent. 

Gaſparino and Pyrrhus alſo put themſelves into 
Turkiſh Habits, as alſo did the Chriſtians that ply'd 
the Oar; for there were Garments enough of the 
ſlain Turbs to ſerve all. This occafion'd a pleaſan 
Deluſion of the Sight to thoſe that ſtood gazing, t 
behold a ſtout Veſſel fo gay trim'd with — 
| ; an 
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Turb .nts, they began to giow fearful and jealous of 
Stratagems: Thereupon they forthwith betook them- 
ſelves to their Arms upon the Haven, while the 
Horle were lent out to ſcour the Coaſt. 

But thoſe Fears were ſoon difpell'd, when Land- 
ing, they with Tears of Joy ſaluted the Ground, 
as an evident Sign they were Chriſtians, . who had 
made Prize of the Veilel. The laft that landed 
was the Fair Graciana, having a Veil caſt over her 
Face of Crimſon-Taffata, led by Pyrrhus and Ga, 
parino; which Objed drew after them the Eyes of 
all that infinite Multitude, who at their Landing, 
kneeling as the reſt did, ſaluted the Earth with their 
proftrate Lips. 7 

By that time this was done, the Captain and the 
Governour of the City were come up to them, who 
preſently knew Gaſparino, and ran with open Aims 
and all the Manifeſtations of exceeding Joy to em- 
brace him. With the Governour came Hippolito and 
his Parents, and the Parents of Gaſparino and Gras. 
ciana, with all her Kindred and Acquaintance, who 
were the greateſt Perſons of Rank and Quality in 
the whole City ; all whom Gaſparino received with 
a Joy and Affection equal to what they had ſhewed 
to him. Then taking Graciana in one Hand and 
Hippolito in the other, whole Colour then began to 
change ; but Gaſparino ſaluted him with much Re- 
ſpect, according to his Degree and Quality, and then 
declared himſelf : 

Gentlemen, (ſaid he) you may well remember the 
Misfortune which ſome Months ſince happened to me in 
Mor10no's Garden, together with the Loſs of Graciana ; 
nor can you forget the Diligence which I uſed to procure 
her Liberty, offering my whole Eſtate for her Ranſom, 
which though to you it may ſeem a Kindneſs, was to me 


wont; it being to redeem What I prix d aboug all the 
| World, 
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and Pendants. playing, and triumphing in the Air; 
but when they beheld the Tyrkiſh Habits and white 
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World. What from that time has happen d to us both, 
will require long time and a ſeaſonable Opportunity to 
relate ; let it ſuffice for the preſent to tell you, that aftey 
many various and ſtrange Accidents, and after a thouſand 
Joſt Hopes of remedying our Misfortune, the Gods have 

teffed us, and returned us home to our Native Coun- 
try, with Riches agreable to our Contentment, and com- 
pleated our Happineſs. Yet neither from this nor my Li- 
berty is the End anſwerable to my Deſire; but in that 
great Pleaſure which I conceive ny ſweet Enemy takes 
as well to ſee hey ſelf free, as to ſee before her here the 
chief Ol ject of her Affections. 

In ſhort, I offered my whole Eſtate for her Ranſom, 
reſſond up my Heart only to her ſelf, contriving the 
Means for hey Liberty, and adventured my Life for hey 
Safety : And though from all theſe may be raiſed En- 
ganements of Moment, yet I cuil not impoſe any thing 
upon her, except this one, <which I preſume ſbe will agree 
to; and ſo ſaying, he put up his Hand, and with a 
Grace full of Humility, took. away the Scarf from 
before Graciara's Face, which had the Reſemblance 
of the diſſipating of a Cloud which darkens the 
Sun's Brightneſs: Here, Hippolito, (ſaid be) I deli- 
ver thee ſuch a Jewel which it behoves thee to eſteem 
above all thoſe things that are efteemed worthy. In the 
ſame manner (Fair Graciana) I freely give thee that 
which thou haſt ever had in thy Memory : For this, if 
you pleaſe, you may call me Generous ; ſince, in compa» 
riſon of this Gift, to give away my Life, Eftate, my 
Honour, all is nothing. Take her, moſt Fortunate of 
Men; and if thy Underſtanding can but ſoar ſo hith as 
to value her Worth, thou art the happieſt of all Mankind ; 
and with ſuch a Fewel here I give and allow thee as 
much Wealth as comes to my Share in this Adventure. 

Having thus ſaid, he was filent, as if he had laid 
a Charm to his Tongue; but preſently recollecting 
himſelf ; What Furiſdiction (id he) have I over 
Graciana, to give her to another? Or how can 1 —_ 
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f that to another which is none F my own? Gracia» 
na is his, and ſo much his, that her Affections to him 
can meet with no Oppoſition ; or if there may intervene 
thoſe Obligations which ſhe may think ſhe owes me from 
this time forward, I diſclaim and ancel them: I rice 
therefore to Hippolito nothing; becaufe neither I can nor 
dare do otherwiſe : Only 1 confirm the Grant of my Goods 
made to Graciana, without deſiring any other Recom- 
pence, but only that ſhe would be ſo credi lous and not 
think otherwiſe but th»t my Intentions gere honeſt and 
juſt, and never aim d at any other Deſign but what «vas 
agreable to her infinite Beauty and Perfectious. 

Here Graciana turning to Gas., If any Favours, 
Sir, (ſaid ſhe) were by me ſhewed to Hippolito, os 
muſt believe them to be virtuous, and to proceed more from 
Duty than Aﬀetion. But now if they will give me 
Leave freely to diſpoſe of that «chich your Valour and 
Generoſity hath obliged me wwitha, 

Here her Parents intertupted her, telling her ſhe 
had fice Liberty to do as her Diferetion ſhould di- 
rect her: For which, when ſhe had-retarned them 
her humble Thanks with all Duty and Submiſſion; 
F had rather incur (ſaid ſhe) the Cenſure of Inconſtancy 
than be t1xed with Ingratitude; and therefore, Valiant 
Gaſparino, my Affection, hitherto ſo reſerved and dubious, 
ſhall now declare it ſelf to be in your Favour. I am 
yours, Gaſparino, and will be yours till Death, if the 
Knowledge of ſome more deſerving Beauty have not pre- 
vented my Happineſs. 

Gaſparino hearing theſe Words, was ſo tranſported

As the old Gentleman had reach'd the Foot of the 


Hill, theſe Libertines were coming down ; and meet- 


ing with this harmleſs Family, they in a very rough 
manner, vizarding their own Faces, threw up the 
Veils of the Mather, Daughter, and Maid. The 
old Gentleman was not a little offended at the 
Action, and reprehended them exceedingly for it.; 
tel ing them, they did not underſtand the Rules of Ciui- 
lity, nor indeed good Manners, to offer any ſuch Abuſe ts 
Ladies, whith cvere modeſt, and not for their turn.

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They put on their Vizards, and their Swords 
drawn, they faced about, and with a Swiftneſs of

with all the Speed imaginable; ſhe having no 
Strength to defend her ſelf from this Violence; for 
the ſudden Paſhon that poſſeſs'd her was ſo pre- 
valent, that it took away the Iſe of her Voice, 
which Fear and Amazement had rendred uſeleſs;

How comes this ts 
paſs ? Then calling out for her Father and Mother, 
and neither anſwered, the repeated a thouſand 
Lamentations in the dark; and calling to remem- 
brance how ſhe was aſſaulted, and forced violently 
from her Parents, ſhe at laſt took faſt hold of 
O&avio's Hands: If thou avt ſuch a one, (ſhe cry'd) 
whoſe Soul will admit of Entreaty, | earneſtly beſeech 
thee ſince thou haſt thus triumph'd over my Honour, 
eain the Victory likewiſe over this wretched Life ; deprive 
me of it, I conjure thee, immediately; for it is but re- 
ouifite I ſhould loſe the one, ſince I cannot yeoain the 
other : And conſider æuith thy ſelf, that the Rigour of 
that Cruelty u bich thou haſt exercis'd upon my Weakneſs, 
i be temper'd and —_— by the Pity thou <vilt ex- 
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. tend towards we, by taling away the Life which thou 


haſt nov made ſo deplorable and miſerable. 

- Theſe mourntul Arguments which Almeria alleg'd 
to Octavio, left him fo amazed and confuſed, that 
the Horridneſs of the Crime ſeem'd to make him 
ſenſible of the Wrong he had committed, that he 
knew neicher what to ſay or do: So that his Silence 
made Almeria think at tuft, it might be ſome Ap- 
parition that was with her; but when ſhe found 


that ſhe touched a real Bod y, and cailing ro remem- 


brance the Violence uſed to her walking along with 


her Parents, and duly weighing the Greatneſs of her 


Misfortune ; with the very Thoughts chercof, ſhe 
returned 2new to vent thoſe Words which her many 
Sighs and Tears had before interrupted.

Conſider beſides, that I never beheld your Face, nor 


* ever do deſire to fee it; for though I cannot byt

* Memory, the Image of the Author of my Woes 
* bit pour forth my Complaints between my ſelf ard 
* Heaven, without detiring the, World tobe my Au- 
* ditors; for they are not competent Judges of ſuch 
Caſes, as to their real kftefs, but arc rather Com- 
* mentators to caſt all Reflections upon em. I muſt 
confeſs, my Vathon has made me guilty of Ignorance, 


in uttering theſe Verities to you, v hich indeed ought 


to 
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to be grounded upon the Experience of more Vears 


than ever I had the Honour to arrive to; yet I may 
make that Interpretation, that Grief and Sorrow 
doth with Equality, fix and diflolve the Tongue of 
the Aﬀied ; one while emplifying the received 
Injury, that others may be the more induced to be- 


* hieve it; another while burying. it in the Grave of 


silence, the better to hinder the Application of Re- 


* medies: So that whether J expreſs my ſelf in Words, 
* or remain filent, I flatter my ſelf with thoſe Perſwa- ' 
* fions, that you cannot be wanting of Motives to be- 


* lieve me, or of Remedies to ſupply me; fince that 
Incrediſlity in-yon would but imply Igno:arce, and 
to afford me Relief, be an Impoſſibility: Yet may 
your Charity extend ſo far as to grant me ſome Eaſe 
in this Affliction, whereby no Place may be vacanr 
to entertain Deſpair, ſince the Expence of it will 
amount to ſo little a Charge; Yet flatter not you! 
« ſelf with vain or falſe Hopes, that Time ſhall ally 
© or pacity that juſt Rage which I ſhall ever bear to- 


« wards thee; neither make farther Attempts upon my 


< loft Honour, ſince thy Deſigns in that Enterprize will 


© be wholly fruſtrated.; for having already ſatisſied 
thy baſe Luft; I ſhould think thy evil Concupiſence - 


might be leſs inflim'd : I impure this your Offence 


to Heat of Puſſion, committed againſt Reaſon, by 
Accident; and I will pronounce that rath Judgment 


© upon my felf, That I was not born, and brought 
* forth into the World, but to prove Unfortunate : 
Convey me therefore pieſently into the Street, or at 
© leaſt, near unto the great Church, from which Place 
© can take Directions to my own home: Promiſe we, 


© and ſwcar likewiſe, not to purſue me, not he at all 


© inquititive after my Habitation, Name, or Parents; 
for I would not have them fo unhappy as to. bear a 
© Share in my Misfortunes : Return me a ſuitable 
© Anſwer, I beſeech you, to theſe my Requeſts, 


* zthomwtd. 


If. that Fear doth pores thy Spirit, that thy Voice* 
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* ſhould diſcover thy ſelf to me, then anſwer me 
* in Silence. 

All the Anſwer Octavio returned to the long Diſ- 
gourſe of the afflicted Almeria, was no other than 
a kind Embracing her, as if he intended to renew 
the Combats of his amorous Heat ; which being 
perceived by Almeria, ſhe us'd that Foice and Re- 
#tance which her tender Years render'd her capable 
of, and defended her ſelf with that Courage and 
Reſolution, uſing her Fect, Hands, and Teeth : 
Then with her Tongue broke out into theſe follow: 
ing Expreſhons : Know, cowardly Traytor as thou art, 
and baſeſt of all Humane Kind, without either Fear 
or Shame, <vho e er thou art, theſe Wrongs which thon 
Saf! offer d me, thou mighteft have exerciſed uon a Stock, 
er Stone; for I wa, — of either Senſe, or Motion: 
The Conqueſt and Triumph of this 'Night's Victory can- 
not but redound to thy Repr ach. As for thy ſecond igno- 
Ale and filthy Attemſt, thou ſbhalt never obtain thy unlaws 
ſul Deſires, unleſs thou takeſt away my Life. "Though 
bon robbed'ſt me of that precious Fewel, when ſurpri- 
zed by a Swooning Fit, and ated ſt thy Lewadneſs with 
Pleaſure and Delight ; yet know, that now my Spivits 
are return d to my Aſſiſtance thou ſhalt ſooner conquer 
my Life, than gain the Victory over m:y Honour; for if I. 
now being able to make Reſiſtance, ſhould yield to thy 
abe iuable Luft, thou mighteſt then very well conjecture 
and boaſt. that the Ecftaſy I was in, <vas ouly feis ned, 
when thou Waſt ſo audacious and inſ lent in the sperating 
my utter Ruin and Deſtruction. 

Eut in concluſion, Almeria us'd fo ſtrong an Op- 
polition, and made ſuch manful Reſiſtance, that the 
Strength and Cottage, and with it the vigorous 
D. ire, of Ofavio were weakned ; for the a 
he had nsd to Almeria had no other Riſe, than 
fe m a violent laſcivious Impetuouſneſs; from which 
Root never ſprings that true Love which is perma- 
acnt: But inſtead of that Heat of Love, their rc- 
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mains only Repentance, and a Coldneſs of Aﬀec- 
tion, to ſecond it. 

Octatio then waxing ſome degrees cooler, but much 
more weary, Without uttering a Word, left Almeria 
to her ſelf in his Chamber, ard went to hunt out for 
his Libertinian Companions, to conſult and advile 
with them which Method he ſhould take, both for 
his and Almeria's Satisfaction and Safty. 

AlL;:eria, perceiving her iclf alone, and faſt Jock'd 
up, arofe from the Bed, and went groping about 
the Room with her Hands, to ſearch out for a Door 
to get out, er a Window to Jeap down. She firſt 
found ont the Door, but lock'd too ſtrong for her to 
open it; then ſhe found out the Window, which 
the urhaſpt, and open'd the Wooden Shutters, and 
by the Light of the Moon that ſhone fo clear and 
bright, being in its Plenitude, ſFe perceiv'd the. 
Chamber richly hung, the Bed gilded, and all the 
Furniture very magnificent, that it ſeem'd rather 
the Apartment of a Prince, than of a private Gen- 
tleman, She ſumm'd up the Number of the Chairs, 
which were very rich, and the Eſcritores and Ca- 
binets, which were very gay and ſtately, She took. 
notice of the Door, and the Pictures which adorn'd 
the Room, though ſhe could not well diſcern the 
Figures whereby to diſcribe em. The Window was - 
very large, and ſtrongly ſecured with Tron-Bary, a 
Defence againſt Banditto's and Rebbers, which are- 
there very frequent. The Proſpect before the Win- 
dow was a lovely Garden, with a pleaſant Fountain 
in the Middle, adorned with all that Art and Nature 
were capable of. Near it was a little Wilderness, 
in the Centre whereof was a Spring, whoſe Water 
was received in a Ciltern of Alabaſter, which was 
held by the Statue of a Nymph cut in white Marble.

and relolved therefore to acquaint them, that repen- 


ting himfeif of that ill AQ, and being mov'd with 
the Virgin's Tears, he left her in the Mid-way. 
Having thus recolletted himſelf, he return'd back 
with all Speed, to convey 414ieria ncar to the great 
Church, according to her own Directions, before 
tne Morning was approach'd too far, and to avoid 
the Inconvenicncy of detaining her till the Night 
2 ; in which Interval of Time he reſolv'd 
to exercile no more Violence, nor give any other Oc- 


cation to diſcover himſelf, 
Having conducted her to the Place appointed, he 
eld her in akind of broken Language, and with a 
| CONPICr- 
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counterfeit Voice, She might then go ſecurely to her own - 
Habitation, and that none ſhould follow her to eſpy where 
be went; ſo left her tv unty the Handkerchief he 
had bound about her Eyes ; which before ſhe could 
looſen, he was got far enough out of her Sight. 
Almeria being now at liberty, made all the Haſte 
ſhe could, Rili Tooking behind her at every Step ſhe 
fetch d. Going to her. Father's Houſe, ihe found 
her Parents amazd and aftoniſh'd, and ſo far from 
| preparing themſelves to go to Bed, that they had 
not ſo muci as enterrained the leaſt Thought of 
taking any Reſt, When they ſaw her, they ran to 
her with open Arras, and embraccd her, and indul- 
gently received her. Tears of Joy had furniſhed 
their Eyes, and their Tongues could not expreſs their 
Gladnels for the preſent, their Hearts being ſo 
tranſported within them. But 4/»eria's Heart bein 
loaded with Paſſion, and overwhelm'd with Griet, 
belought her Parents to withdraw into a private 
Room, aud there, in a few Words, ſhie gave them 
an Account of what had befallen her, and her un-

Tor, in all probability, ſuch a Trifle as that may not 
ſuddenly be miſs'd ; but perhaps. if it ſbould, they <vould 
ſet no great Value on it, eſpecially ſuch an Owner as you 
deſcribe this Libertine to be, and when he recollects him- 
fel}, that that Perſoa who was with lh in his Apart- 
ment took it away, he will rather deſive to have it con- 
ceal d than divulg d. 

Her Father therefore advis'd her to keep it ſecure ; 
For perhaps (ſaid he) in proceſs of time thou mayſi have 
occaſion to make uſe of it; for as it has been a Witneſs of 
#hy Diſhonour, it may at laſt be an Evidence to procure 
thee Juſtice, and recenge that Wrong which thou haſt ſo 
lately received. I tell thee, dear Child, that the leaſt 
Grain of publick Deſhonour lies heavier upon us than 4 
pouderors Meigli of ſecret Infamy : True Diſhonour 
covhiſts in Sin, and true Honour in Virtue. The 
Powers Dit ix: are offended with Sayings, Doings, and 
Deſires : And fince that thou neither in Thought, Word, 
or Deed, baſt provok'd the Divine Vengeance, eſteem thy 
ſeif virtuous ; jor I ſhall ever have that Charity for thee, 
and continue to thee ftill à kind and indulgent Father. 
With theſe prudential Reaſons did this old Gentle- 
man comfort up his Daughter Almeria ; and her Mo- 
ther embracing her, contirm'd what her Father had 
cheriſh'd her withal ; and defired her not to let any 
| Sorrow or Grief difturb her Mind; for ſhe retain'd the 
ſame Affection for her now as ſbe had formerly. Where- 
upon ſhe burſt forth into Showers of Tears, and of- 
ten did abſcond ner ſelf, and through Mo tefly's 
Prompritude, ſhe betook her ſelf to a private and 
retired Courſe of Life, under the Shelter and Pro- 
teftion of her Parents. 

Octavio in this Interval being return'd home, and 
ſitting down in his Chamber, as he caſt his Eye upon 
the Cabinet, miſs d his Tabic bock, but preſently

© deficed her to let all Fcars vaniſh ; tor if ſhe had 
© any. Hopes of his Recovery, ſhe muſt. approach 
© nearer to him; and. with thoſe Words he took her 
in his Arms, and threw her on the Bed. 

His Wife, who had not ſpoken in two Days be- 
© fore, did with a weak Voice begin to cry out as 
loud as poſſibly ſhe could, 4%, ba! what ere you a 
doing? I am not as yet dead; and threatening them 
© with her Hand; O. you <v:cked Creature ! I am alive 
fill, and hope E ſhall not die yet. 

Her Husband and the Chamber-maid hearing 
© hex Voice, did immediately rife ; but ſhe was fo 
© extreamly incenſed againit them, that her Anger 
. Sued all the Moiſture of her Catarrh, which

and. 

What Wrong, Madam, (reply'd the Gentleman) 
did he do, to comfort himſelf a little after he thought ſhe 
cas dead? For ] Lope there is none of the Co npany here 
ignorant, that the Bonds of Matrimony continue no lon- 
ger than Life, and then the Knot is unty d. But how 
unty d? (laid the Lady) "Tis true, the Obligation cf 
the Oath is of no Effect any more; but a good Husband 
would always preſerve the Obligation of Love.

than he loves me. I would therefore entreat you, 
© good Neighbour, if you have in yonr Shop any 


Drug that may ſerve to change his Complexion, 


* that you would let me have it; for I am not well 
© uſed by him, and I aſſure you, I will give you 
© whatever you demand. 

© The Apothecary having a great Deſire to plea- 

© fare his Cuſtomer, ſaid to her, that he had a 
powder, which if the put into ſomething either 
© boil'd or roaſted, and gave it to her Husband, it 
* would make him give her the beſt and fulleſt Con- 
* rentment in the World. The Woman being very 
t earneſt to ſee the Miracle, defir'd to know what 
it was: He repreſented it to her, that it was on! 
* the Powder of Cantharides, of which he had great 
Store in his Shop, and before ſhe went away ſhe 
© conſtrain'd him to prepare and weigh out ſome of 
that Powder for her; and ſhe took with her fo 
much as he knew would ſerve to do the Buſineſs; 
for which ſhe afterwards paid him, and gave him 
many hearty Thanks, Her Husband being a ſtrong- 
© bodied Man, and not taking too much of it, felt 
no great Alteration in himſelf, but ſhe found the 
good Effect of it. 

* The Wife of the Apothecary, underſtanding all 
© this Diſcourſe, did think with her ſelf, that ſhe

©to take the Tr uble upon him to give him a Viſit, 
© who adminiſtred to him all the cooling things that 
© were effectual for his Recovery, ln a ſhort time 
© he was well amenled, and his RINGS 
did reptiehend him very ſharply fer his Raſhnels, 
© that he ſhould be grnilry of ſo much Folly, as to 
© adviſe arother to rake thoſe Drugs hich he would 
not make uſe of himſelf; aud that.the good Wo 
ma: 


' man his Wife had done no more than what ſhe 
* ought to do, to procure to her ſelf that Love from 
him, which the ſo much deſir'd. At length he 
poor Man was forc d to overcome his Folly with 
© Patience, and to acknowledge it was but juſt to 
male that ridiculous Experiment fall upon himſelf, 
* which he had prepared er another. 

Now Madam, (faid the Gentleman) in my Opi- 


nion, the Love of this Woman was as indiicrees 


' as it was great. Do you call that Love, Sir, to 
* her Husband, (reply'd the Lady) to make him 
© ſutter ſo much Torment, out of a fond Hope, that 
© ſhe might receive ſome P.eaſure trom him? I do 


believe, Madam, (ſaid the Gentleman) that ſhe. 


had no other Intention than to recover her Huſ- 
* band's Love, which {he had conceiv'd, if not to 
be altogether loſt, yet certainly to be gone aſtray ; 
for to obtain ſo great a Bleſſing a Woman ought to 
leave nothing undone to accompliſh it. The Lady 
told him, ſhe thought it her Judgment, That no 
Woman ought to give. her Husband any thing ei- 
ther to eat or drink, without Advice from others, 
* or her own Experience, whether it might prove

his Grandfather and Grandmother, that they 'el-

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neſs; ſhe having furniſh'd them with ſuch a Grand- 
child. 

As he went through the Streets, ſome prais'd his 
Beauty, others bleſs'd the Mother that barc him, 
ſome the Father that begat, and others thoſe that 
had brought him up, and had beſtowed upon him 
ſuch good Education. With this Applauſe of thoſe 
that knew him, and of thoſe who were Strangers, 


the Child grew to be ſeven Years of Age ; in which. 
Time- he had learn'd to read Spaniſh and Latin, and

in great Diſtraction, to lee M hat was become of their 
only Darling. | 

They quickly underſtood the Gentleman that took 
care of him, was well known to be a erſon of great 
Quality in the City; therefore flying thither in a 
harry, berwixt Love and Fear, they arriv'd at the 
Gentleman's Houſe, juſt at that Inſtant when the 
Child was under the >urgeon's Hands. The Gentle- 
man and his Wife, who vere Owners-of the Houſe, 
catreated thoſe whom they ſuppoſed ro be the 
Child's Parents, not fo weep, which would do the Child 


no Good, but Prejudice. They began to be a little 


cheaful, when the Surgeon, who was one famous tor 
his Skill, having dteſſed him, infoim'd 'em that 
the Wound, was not ſo mortal, as at firſt he imagin'd 
«to have ben. 

Wben Nicola was diefs'd, .and laid to ſſeep, his

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The Grandfather and Grandmother of the Child 


did much admire at this their. wonderful Charicy 


and Love, bot the Mother much more; for her 


mouruful Spirit being in ſome meaſure. comforted 


by the Surgeon's reviving Words, ſhe diligently ob- 
ſerv'd the Ladgings where her Son lay, and by ma- 
nifeſt Signs and Tokens clearly perceiv'd that it was. 
the Room which put a Period to her Honour, and 
a Beginning to her Misfortunes: And tho it were 
not now ſo richly furniſhed as then it was, yet ſhe 
remembred the Figure and Form of it. Slie view'd 
the Windows that were ſtrongly fortified, which 
look'd into the Garden; but that which was the great- 
eſt Curiofity ſhe obſer v'd was the Bed, which gave her

Moreover Donna Traciana (for ſo was the Gen- 
tleman's Wife call'd ) diſcourſing with Almeria, told 
her, The Child ſo much reſembled a Sen of hers who 
cas in Italy, that ſhe never look'd upon him, but he 
put her in mind continually of him, that he <vas always 
harbour d in her Thoughts; from which Words of hers, 
Almeria taking upon this Occaſion an Opportunity 
when ſhe was alone, which in a little time after ot- 
fer'd it ſelf: Madam (ſaid ſhe) the Day that my 
Parents heard of that ſad Diſaſter their Nephew receiv d, 
their Credulity advanced to that pitch, they verily ima- 
gin'd that the Divinity had wholly excluded them, and 
that all the orbicular Croſſes had attended them ; they 
conceiv d that they had loft the Light of their Eyes, wwhon: 
they lov'd ſo dearly, and in ſuch an extraordinary Paſſion 
of Love, that by many degrees it exceeds that which Pa- 
rents commonly bear to their own Children; (but as «ve 
aſually ſay) that ⁊uben Heaven decrees the Wound, it 
likewiſe preſcribes for it a Remedy. This Child bas 
now try d that Experiment, and has found the Expedient 
in this Houſe ; and I my ſelf can vecolle# my Memory, 
to inform me of ſoms Tranſa#ions which I ſhall never 
forget the longeſt day I have to live, and the laft hour 
that I retain my Senſes.

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Having ſaid this ſhe fainted away in Donna Tra-

ſcarce peceiv'd Almeria to faint, but the joyn'd her 
Checks to hers, beſtowing fo many Teais upon em, 
that there was no occaſion of ſprinkling any Watei 
on her Face to revive her.

© Bur he held her in his Arms, and by ſweet

Cloyd; and that he would conceal that which 
© touch'd her Honour, and that the ſhould rever re- 
© ceive the leaſt Diſcredit : Which the poor Lady

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norant what Courſe to ſteer to attain the End of his 
happy Wiſhes, he led ſuch a melancholy kind of Late, 
25s had almoſt brought him tg the Point of loſing it. 
All the whole Family was very much troubled for 
Ph;loclss's Sickneſs ; bur his Father and Mother more 
eſpecially, conſidering he was their own Child, and 
had acquired to himſelf thoſe great Perfections, 
that all Perſons did admire him. All this time the 
Phyſicians upon the Reſult could give no Report of 
his Diſcaſe ; and he, being timoreus, would not dif. 
cover his Malady : But in the end, being fully re- 
ſolv'd to break through theſe Difficulties, one Day, 
among the reſt, that Aurelia gave her Attendance to 
him, ſeeing her alone, with a low Voice, but faint- 
ing Utterance, he expreis d himſelf : 

, Fair Aurelia, thy great Virtue and excelling Beauty, 
got to be para Hel d hy any, has reduc d me to this Extremi- 
ty wherein I lzngaifh ; and therefore, fince my Life is in 
thy Power, oblige me ſo far as to preſerve it by com- 
plying with my virtuous Deſires, and to receive me into t 
chaſt Embraces : My Deſigns are truly noble, and no 
other Ends but what pretend to Conjugality; hut con- 
ceal this from ny Parents, leſt they deny me that Hap- 

| pineſs which ſo much concerns me. Speak, dear Aurelia, 

am I that happy Object that may ſeen worthy of thy 

Love, and be entertaiu'd as thy affetionate Adin ivey ? 
And though I ſbould never arrive to that Felicity of Enjoy- 
ment, yet at the leaſt approvo of this my Paſſion. ſince 

my Life depends upon it; for aſſure you ſelf, dear Aurc- 
| lia, never Breaſt did entertain a purer Flame than mine, 

or Love prove more conſtant. 

TA To this, with a modeſt and ſober Look, Sir, (ſaid 
; Aurelia) ſince the Rigour or Clemency of Heaven has 

| depriv d me of my Parents, and wholly diſbos'd of me 
J unto yours, I have put on that Reſolution, that [ ill

Thus theſe two modeſt Lovers took their Leaves, 
he with Tears and ſhe with Admiration ; ſhe being 
altoniſh'd wo fee that Philocles ſhould ſurrender up 
his Afettions to her. Being now raiſed from lis 
Bed, (to his Parents ſeeming by a Miracle) he was 
reſo!v's nov. ro longer to conceal his Thoughts, and 
therfore one Day he diſcover'd them to his Mother, 
accuiinting her in the End of his Diſcourſe, That 
to ͤ M lim urea, and to give him his Death's Wound, 
evould prove alike in the Experiment. His Mother was 
not ignorant of Aurelia's Virtues, and well percci- 
ving the Reality of her Son's Affection, put him firſt 
in Hopes, and then repeating to her Husband all 
the Particulars of her Son's Defires and Intentions, 
caſily moved him to give way to what Philocles lo 
earneſtly required, to put off the other Match, 
which was in a manner already concluded. 

At that time was Aurelia fourteen Years of Age, 
and Philocles twenty. They were indeed the Mira- | 
cle of their Age, being endued with ſo much Pru- * 
dence and Ditcretion: And now there were but 
four Days to come before their Nuptials were to 
be celebrated; his Parents eſteeming more the Dow] r 
of Auvrelia's Virtues, than the vaſt Wealth which 
was ofter'd with the other Match. 1 
The Wedding-Clothes were already prepar'd, 
and rheir Kindred and Friends invited; ſo that 
there was nothing wanting but the Queen's Conſent, 
which, among thoſe of Noble Blood, is requiſite to 
make the Nuprials effectual. 

Bur when all things were brought to this fortunate 
Period, one Evening gave Diſturbance to all this 


their Joy. A Servant of the Queen's brought f 
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Meſſage to Proſpero, with an expreſs Command from 
her Majeſty, That the next Morning he ſhould bring to 
Court his Virgin Captive. Proſpero being ſurpriſed at 
the News, made no Delay, but diſpatch'd the Meſ- 
ſenger with an Anſwer, That her Majeſty's Mill and 
Pleaſure ſhould moſt willingly be obeyed. 

After the Meſſenger's Departure, the whole Houſe 
was in a great Diſorder of Paſhon at this unexpected 
News; which was the Over-cafting of their Joy 
they hop'd was ſo near.

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This being done, in a fair Caroch he conducted her 
to Court, and ſo into the Preſence-Chamber where 


the Queen was. Aurelia being entred the Room; 
but, oh Gods! with ſo much Majeſty and Humility

Beauty, that ſhe had never ſeen in all her Court before, 
neither can be parallel d, Some of the Ladies envy d 
ber Beauty, ſome admir'd her; but all confeſs'd her 
the compleateſt Piece of Nature's Workmanſhip, that 
ever they beheld, 

After ſome Time, the Queen commanded Aurelia 
to riſe, and turning towards Proſpero, ſaid to him, 
Proſpero, you have done us Wrong, to keep ſo rich a

World.” 


Her very Name gives us good content, (reply'd tho 
Queen) there could nothing h.rve taken off from that Per- 
fection which is in her, but the want of that very Names 
But why ! without our Leave, Proſpero, have you pro- 


pos d the Marriage of your Son? May it pleaſe your 
Majeſty, (anſwered Proſpero) I cannot dery but that I 


have made a Contract, but it was made upon the Con- 
fedence that the many and noble Services which my ſelf 
and my Anceſtors have done this Crown, might obtain 
of your Majeſty other more difficult Favours; and the 
rather for that my Son is not yet married to her. Neither 


| ſhall he (ſaid the Queen) marry Aurelia, till he in his 


own proper Perſon ſhall deſerve her: Our meaninc is, 
That neither your own nor your Anceftoys Service ſhall 
any way excuſe him in this Particular; but that he in 
his own Perſon ſhall merit for himſelf, and acauire by his 
own Valour this ſweet Pledge, whom we eſteem as if 
ſhe <vere our own Daughter. 

Aurelia had ſcarce heard this laſt Word delivered, 
when humbling her ſelf on her Knees before the 
Queen, Madan, (ſaid ſhe) ſince your Majeſty has 
been pleaſed to honour me with the Name of Daughter, 
up:n ſo great a Favour, what ill Fate can attend me? 
or what good Fortune may I not hote to find ſince your 
May has received me under ur. gracious Protec- 
tion: | 

Now whatever Aurelia utter'd, came from her 
ſo gracefully and ſo winnivgly, that the Queen was 
extreamly affected with her, and commanded that 
ſhe ſhould remain at Court in her Service; recom- 
mending her to the Care of one of the chiefeſt La- 
dies of her Bed-Chamber. The enamour'd Philocles,

Aud 
therefore fince it is your Majeſty s Royal Will and Plea-

The Queen anſwer'd, That ſhe was then putting out 

o Sea four Ships of her Navy Royal of <uhich ſhe in- 
tended to make the Baron of Lanſac Admiral, and him 
Vice Admiral; aſſuring her ſelf, That the Noble Blood 
evhich ran in his Veins would ſupply the Defect of his 


"Years. She bid him conſider the Favour which ſhe did 
Him in giving him an Opportunity to ſerve her, for which | 


be ſhould receive the greateft Reward his Heart could 
eviſh or deſire. And then told him, That ſhe her ſelf 
<vould be Aurelia's Guard till his Return. 
Philoctes. kiſs'd the Queen's Hand, and having re- 
turn'd her moſt humble Thanks for the Favour ſhe 
had done him, preſently went from her to Aurelia, 
to whom he would fain have ſpoke, but could not; 
for Love and Grief had ſo ry'd up his Tongue, that 
had his Life depended on it, he could not utter one 
Word. 


However the Tears ſtood in his Eyes, and were ſo 
brim-ful, that they began to run over, which he 
endeavour'd to conceal as much as in him lay; but

Aurelia, who ſtood amazed and aſtoniſhed to ſec 
Philocles's tender Affections, and with what Reality 
he.giiev'd for her Sake, whom ſhe lov'd as dearly as 
her ſelf, minded not what the Qucen had comman- 
ded her, but melted into Tears, and ſtgod as mo- 
rionleſs as if ſhe had been a meer Statue: Which 
wonderful mutual Affection of theſe two did not a 
little move the Compaſſion of the Beholders ; and © 
fo Philicies, without ſpeaking a Word to Aurelia, or 
ſhe to him, they turn'd away one from the other; 
and fo Proſpero and his Friends, having made their 
Obey!arce to the Queen, departed her Preſence, 
varicuſly diftracted in their Thoughts and Imagina- 
tions. | 
Thus Aurelia now remain'd at Court, and within 
two Days after Philocles put forth to Sea, retolving 7 
to do tome extraordinary Piece cf Service to win 
him the Title of Aurelia s Deferver. Six Days this 
Navy ſail d with a proſperous Gale of Wind, ſha- - 
ping their Courſe for the Tercera Iſl nds; a Place 
where never are wanting either Ships of Portugal 
from the Faſt- Iudies, or others that come thither 
from the Meſt- Indies. At tix Days End there aro ſe 
ſuch a croſs Wind full in their Tecth, which cont i- 
nued to long and to violent, that not being able to 
fo Þ& Teach the Hands, they were inforced to make for 
be Fain; near unto whole Coaſt, at the Month of the 
bur Streights of Gibralter, they de'cry'd three Ships, ore 
ce, a very tall and goodly Veſlel, the other two mucly- 
to leis. Prilocles made up to the Admiral for Order 
| whattodo; and at liſt coming very near, he under 
h, ſtood that the Admira! died ſuddenly the Night be- 
fore of an Apoplexy. 
„ Pliloclec, by Virtue of the Queen's Commiſſion, 
ne- being Commander in Chief, went aboard the Ad- 
he: miral's Ship; and now being at his-own Liberty, he 
lo- folr'd to ſpeak with thoſe Veſſels which they had. 
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ſo lately diſcover'd, and which, after a ſhort Chace, | 
they found to be Turbiſh Gallies. "Twas Philocles's 
Policy at that time to carry Spar; Coloms, ſo that 
the Pirates believing they had been Spaniſh Veſſels, 
ſpent and worr wich a long tedious Voyage, came 
up briskly ; which Phlocles oblerving, ſuſter'd them 
to come rearcr and nearer, till he had them cloſe 
within the Command of his Guns; then letting fy 
a whole Broad-fide, diſcharg'd with fo much Fury, 
that he ſhot one of the Gailies through and through; 
upon which the other Gailey endeavour'd to fly, but 
Philecles {ron fetch'd her rp, then boarded her, and 

put all rhe Turks to the Sword, and by that means 
ler at liberty a g:cat Number of Chriſtians, 

Having thus maſter'd both the Gallies, he made 
=p to the great Veſſel, which prov'd to be a Pertu- 
gueſe Prize, which the Tirks had taken two Days 
before, very richly laden from the Eaft-Indies. Im- 
mediately Philocles ſent fifty Scamen on Board to take 
Poſſeſſion of her; and, for more Security, put into 
her ſix great Guns out of his own Veſſel. As for the 
Chriſtian Captives, who were moſt of them Spa- 
viards, he gave them one of the Gallies, with Pro- 
viſion and Money to carry them on Shore; but be— 

fore they were diſcharg'd, Philocles reſolved to go 
on Board the Portigueſe Prize himſelf, to ſee what 
Condition ſhe was in, and to take care for the Safe- 
ty of the Goods, and partly out of Curioſity to view 
te Chriſtian Slaves, and to have the Honour of diſ- 
poling of his own Liberality. Of all which, when 
he had taken ſufficiert Notice, the Chriſtians were all 
put aboard the Galley, with Proviſions neceſſary for 
their Suitenance, and Money in their Pockets; ſaving 
only one, a Perſon ſomewhat aged, and of a comely 
Aſpect; who addreſs d himſelf to Philecles in this

Being come into the Queen's Preſence, he fell up- 
on his Knees ; and having kifsd her Majeſty's Har d, 
he gave her an Account of the General s Death; of 
his Engagement with rhe Twrks ; of his releaſing ſo 
many Chriſtian Slaves, to whora he had given one of 
the Gallies, in her Majeſty's Name, to carry them 
home; only that he had brooagat one Man and 
a Woman along with him, who choſe rather to 
be convey'd into her Territories, that they might fee 


the Grandeur of her Majeſty's Court. And laſtly, 


he gave her an Eſtimate of the Prize which he had 
taken, valued at a Million of Gold. Which done, 


he put her Majeſty in mind of her Promile, in re- 


ference to Auxelia. 

Kiſe, Philocles, (reply'd the Queen) I will give 
* her you, not only becaute of my Promiſe, but by 
* Reaſon ſhe is worthy of you, and you of her; 
* and as you have preſerved this rich Prize you have 
* taken for me, ſo I have likewiſe kept this Jewel 
© for you. Aurelia is yours, and when you pleaſe 
* your ſelf may take Poſſeſſion of her; and I dare 
: * you may have her Conſent: For ſhe is prudent, 


© and knows well how to value the Friendſhip which 


yon have ſhewn her. To morrow wait upon us, 
© and I will more particularly hear you relate unto us 
* hat you did in this Voyage, and how valourouſly 
© you behaved your ſelf: And bring thoſe two Per- 
© fons with you, who, as yon inform us, were fo 
© wiiling to come and behold our Court, that we 
may return them our Thanks for their viſiting us. 
Phitocles in moſt humble manner return'd her Ma- 
jeſty his hearty Thanks for all the Favours ſhe had 
beſtowed upon him. The Queen retired ; and then, 
after he had ſtaid a while, to ſatisfy the Curioſity of 
ſome of the Court-Ladies, he went home to his Fa- 


 ther's Houle; whither he had ſent Aurelia's Father 


and Mother before, with a Deſire to Proſpero not to 
diſco-

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diſcoyer any thing to Aurelia, till he ſhould diſcloſe 
it himſelf. 

The next Day after Philocles went to Court, carry- 
ing with him the Father and Mother of Aurelia, 
both of them newly apparell'd after the Faſhion of 


ſicting in the midſt of her Ladies, expecting Philo- 
cles, whom ſhe was willing to grace and favour, by 
placing Aurelia next to her, having on the ſame At- 
tire and O:naments which ſhe wore when ſhe came 
fiſt to the Court ; appearing no leſs beautiful now 
than ſhe did then.

The Queen then commanded them to approach 
nearer to her; at what time Aurelia lifted up her 
Eyes to take a View of thoſe Perſons, who were re- 
ported to be Spaniards, and more particularly of 
Cadiz, our of a Deſire ſhe had to learn if happily 
they knew her Parents; Which Aurelia had no looner 
done, but her Mother look'd ſtedtaſtly upon her, 
and diligently obſerv'd her Countenance.

arreſted ber Vitals, ſhe hud noi appear d guilty of ſo great 
an Offence. To whom the Queen made Anſwer, 
That ſuch Accidents as thoſe none could withſtand ; nei- 
ther abould extraordinary Tranſports of that Nature ad- 


mit of any Ceremonies; but withal, ſhe was very glad to 


ſee her recovered out of thit Fcſtaly. 

And thus it was that Aurelia came to the Know- 
Jedge of her Parents, aud her Parents of her; whom 
the Queen commanded to 1cfide in the Court, for 
the better Satisfaction of each other; wherewith 
Philbcles was wonderfully well pleaſed: And now 
Philocles, laden with the Queen's Favours, wanted

But when Love and Fortune are at Variance, the 
Craftineſs of Fo. tune is too hard for Love's Inno- 
cency; as now ir happend, to Philocless Sorrow : 
For it ſo fell out ar that time, that a great Court- 


Lady, and a Favourite to the Queen, (to whoſe 


Charge Aurelia was committed) had a Son of the 
Age of two and twenty Years, call'd Endymion, be- 
ing of an Arrogant, Haughty, and Ixtravagant 
Diſpoſition. This Endymion was enamour'd of 
Aurelia, and ſo vehemently, that his very Soul 
parch'd within him. And though in Pii/ofles's Ab- 
ſence he had by ſome Signs difcover'd his Deſires, 
yer he receiv d not the leaſt Encouragement from 
Aurelia, which Diſdain of hers the more increas'd 
Endymion's Flame, In this Agony of Love, he dit- 
cover'd his violent Affection to his Mother, acquain— 
ting her withal, That unleſs he enjoy d Aurelia, ſoe 
muſt not expect long to enjoy her Son, The Mother 
admir'd and wondied to hear ſuch Fxprefhors fall 
from here Son. On the other fide, wel! nov ing the 
obftinate Nattuc, and Eagerne's of his Paſſion, ſhe 
bar d that Love once ditappoirted might p oduce 
ſome unhappy Accident: yet notwirhitanding as 
an indalgent Mother, nat willing to cross his Inten- 
tions, promis d him to ſpeak ro the Queen about it; 
though not with any Hopes of obtaining ſuch an 
impoſibility, 
In the mcan time, t 
Iemnizing the Nuptials being conte, the Ladies 
were not a little bulic tn artiting teria ut Court;

B Reaſon of her Demand ; wherenpon the Lady de- 
clar'd to her Majeſty her Son's Affections for Aurelia;

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and that of Philocles's, the only Remedy was to take 
away the Cauſe, which was Aurelia, by ' ſending ber 
into Spain, and fo the Effects would ceaſe ; which now 
it was to be feared could not be eaſily ſuppreſt. To 
which the Queen anſwered, That for the ſending of 
her into Spain, ſhe would hear no more of it, as being a 


| Perſon in whom ſhe took ſo much Delight; and that 


doubtleſs, if not that very Day, the-next following, with- 
out fail, ſhe would marry her to Philocles, according to 
the Promiſe ſhe had made him. 


With this Reſolution of the Queen Endymion's. 


Mother was io diſhearten'd, that {he return'd not ſo 
much as one Word in Anſwer ; and therefore con- 
cluding there was no other Way nor Means left in 
the World to mollify the rigorous Condition of her 
Son, nor to reduce Philocles to Terms of Peace, but 
by taking away Aurelia, ſhe determin'd to pur in 
Practice one of the greateſt Cruelties that could ever. 
enter into the Thoughts of any Noble Lady, and 
eſpecialiy ſo principal a one us ſhe was; which was 
to make away Aurelia by Poiſon. And becaule it is 
commonly the Condition and natural Inclination of 
Women to be {pcedy and reſolute in what they in- 
tend to go about, ſhe made ſo quick a Diſpatch, that 


the ſame Evening ſhe gave the innocent Lady her 


Doſe, in a certain Conſerve, forcing her in a manner 
to take it, telling her it was excellent good againſt 
thoſe Paſſions of the Heart wherewith ſhe ſeem'd to 
be troubled. 

Within a little while after Aurelia had taken this 
helliſh Electuary, her Tongue and he, Throat be— 
gan to ſwell, and her Lips. to grow black, lor Voice 
hoar'e, her Fves troubled, and her Stomich and 
Bowels tormented with Gripings, all cman:t-t Symp- 
toms that ſhe was poiſon'd, 

Preſently the Ladies came to the Queen. and ac- 
quainted her Ma jeſty with Aeli Misfortü re, and 
certified her, that Endymion 's Mother was the Act es 
in this Scene of Criclty, There did not reed much 
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. preſſing Arguments to induce the Queen to believe 
the Verity of it; and therefore ſhe went immedi- 
ately. to ſee Aurelia, who was almoſt breathing her 
laſt. The Queen commanded her Phyſicians ſhould 
be ſent for in all Haſte, and in the mean while, be- 
fore they came, ſhe.caus'd a Quantity of Unicorn s- 
Horn to be given her, and ſome other Preſervatives 
againſt Poiſon, which Great Princes have always 
ready ar hand upon the like. Caſes of Neceſſity. 
The Phyſicians came and applied their beſt Reme- 
dies and Antidotes ; but withal beſought her Maje- 
ty, that ſhe would be plealed to command the La- 
dy to be examined, of what Nature the Poiſon was. 
ſhe had given her. Whereupon ſhe diſcover'd her 
infernal Secret, and the Phyſicians accordingly apply d 
thoſe Remedies pertinent to the Contagiouſneſs of 
ber Condition, that in few Days there was Hope of 
= Life and her Recovery. 

She allo commanded this Lady (Endymion's Mo- 
\ ther) to be apprehended, and contin'd to a Chamber 


15 in her Court, with an Intention to puniſh her, accor- 
* ding to the Nature and Quality of her Crime. 

* Ihis ſad News being brought to Philocies, made 
at bim almoſt in ſich a diſtracted Condition, that he 
er Vas ready to offer Violence to himſelf.

© nals, may in part ſatisfy thy Deſire of Revenge, 

Philotles did very often endeavour to intereeed 
with her Majeſty to be graciouſly pleated to pardon 
Endymion's Mother, ſince the Reaſons ſhe alledged 
were ſufficient Motives to embrace her Clemency. 
In concluſion, Aurelia and her Parents the Qeen re- 
commended” to his Care, and Philocles immediately 
conducted them home to his Father's Houſe. Many 
rich Preſents the Queen ſent along with Aurelia, of 
Jewels and Diamonds, which manifeſted her great 
Aﬀection and Love ſhe had for her. She remain'd 
for the Space of two Months without being of Abi- 
lity to be reſtored to her former Beauty. Bur Time 
flying away, her Skin began to fall, and to peel ott, 
and a ſmooth Grain appear'd and diſcover'd ir ſelf. 

In this Interval, P/ilocless Parents, prefuming that 
it was not poſhble that Aurelia ſhould become the 
ſame Woman which heretofore ſhe was, retolv'd to 
ſend for that Northern Lady, with whom Philocles, 
by Agreement, was to marry, before they knew of 
his Affection to Aurelia; and this Retolve they put

up to his Diſpoſal. Her Parents were ſo amaz'd and 
aftoniſh'd at the Paſſionate Expieſſions of theſe two 
Lovers, that they could not refrain from Weeping, 
Philocles defir'd them not to give way to Grief, but 
told them withal, at he had never any Inclinations

The ſame Day he went and waited upon the Queen, 
10 ask her Majeſty's.Conſent, as well for the match- 

ing his Son to Livia, as for the ſending of Aurelia, 

with her Father and Mother, into Spain. | 
Ihe Queen was well pleas'd at both his Requeſts, 

and approv'd. of Pyoſpero's Determination; and the

to Mrndolin, fo that he might well bring the News 
of his Death ; and that it was two Months, and bcr- 
ter, before he was able to travel: Ar the End of 
which he came to Genoa, where he found no other 


Paſſage ſave two ſmall Boats, which he and two 
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other principal Spaniards hired ; that as they were 
coming for Spain they were taken by the Turks, and 
ſtript of all that they had, even to their naked Skin; 
and that the Turks carried him to Algiers, where he 
found the Fathers of the Order cf the Bleſſed Tri- 
nity, treating about the redeeming of Chriſtian Cap- 
tives, with whom he diſcours'd ; and that they, 
mov'd out of Charity, though he was a Stranger to 
them, redeem'd him for three hundred Ducats.

evithout any other things detaining me, I enquir d for 
this Monaftery, <vhere I was to receive Intelligence of 
ber. For further Confirmation of what Philocles had 
already ſaid, Heaven had fo order'd it, that a Flo- 
rentine Merchant was preſent at all this, who was to 
pay him Ten thouſand, Ducats, upon a Bill of Ex- 


change, which eſcaped the Turks Hands, which he 
preſently ſhew'd to the Admiration and Amazement 


of them all. | 

Supper-time being not yet come, Philocles told 
Aurelia, that he had heard a Story coming home 
from his Captivity, which made him weep, and 
think of his poor Aurelia; calling often to Remem- 
brance her languiſhing at his Father's Houſe in that 
deplorable Condition the Poyſon had brought her 
to. Aurelia difird him to relate it, but Phzlocles 
being ſomewhat weary, defir'd Briſas, his Compa- 
nion who came with him, to relate the Story of the 
Platonick Lover; whereupon the Company being all 
filent, he began:

„ ſelves, that the Story is moſt true. And becauſe 
© he was not deſcended of as great a Houſe as ſhe 
« was, he durſt not diſcover his Affection to her; 
© for the extream Love he had for her was fo abſo- 
lute and perfect, that he choſe rather to embrace 
© Death than the Entertainment of any thing that 
might prejudice her Honour; and ſeeing himſelf 
in ſo low a Condition, in compariſon of her, he 
could not entertain the leaſt Hopes to eſpouſe her: 
© Whercupon his Love was grounded on no other 
© end, but only with all his Power to love her as 
perfectly as poſſibly he could; of. which at laft 
ſhe receiv'd ſome Intelligence: And ſeeing the 
© honelt Affection which he had for her was ſo full 
© of Virtue and Civility, ſhe thought her ſelf hap-

Vaſquez behind, who charitably exhorted the dying 
Perſon to recommend himſelf as much as he could 
to the Mercy of Heaven, But he was ſo far gone, that 
to ſpare them further Exhortations, he gave up the 
Ghoſt. They were much troubled what they ſhowy 
do with the Body, when certain Officers of Juſtice 
came in, who having at a Diſtance ſeen the dead Per. 
ſon in the Arms of Vaſquez, and a Woman ſtandirg 
by, and had notice before that two Men were ſeen 
going out of the City, with'a Deſign to fight a 
Duel, preſently imagin'd that Vaſquez was one of 
them, and conſequently the Murderer of the other. 


Upon which Preſumption he was ſent ro Priſon, 


and Order given to the Jaylor to put him in falt 
enough. Corrina had more Favour, being confined 
in the Houſe of one of the Officers, who was to 
have a Care of her forth-coming. They both us d 
all the Arguments they could to clear themſclyes 
for having any thing to do with the Murder; al- 
ledging upon what Occaſions they came to the 
bo: But their own Words would not be taken, 
and it was preſum'd the Duel had been upon the 
Account of Corrina. The Judge order'd her to be 
brought to his own Houſe to be further examined, 
which was accordingly done. When ſhe came thi- 
ther, there were in the Room ſeveral Gentlemen, 
aad among others a Florentine, a very rich Mer- 
chant, whom ſome Buſineſs of his own had brought 
thither. They had no ſooner ſcen Corrina, but they 


all admir'd her Beauty, and che Majeſty of her Air; 


but the moſt ſatisfied of any was the Florentine, who, 


to give him his Duc, was of a very amorous Con- 
ſtitution. Corrina was extreamly troubled that ſuch 
an Affront ſhould be done her by the Way, as per 
ceiving, that if they were ſtay'd the next Day, they 


ſhould loſe the Opportunity of continuing thei! 
| . Journey. 
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Journey. The Judge put ſeveral Queſtions to her 
concerning the Duel, and the Gentleman's Death ; 
whereto the anſwer'd, That ſhe knew nothing of it, 
and that ſhe was coming in the Sevil-Coach to go for 
Madrid, accompanied by ſome other Perſons then in the 
Inn, (whom ſhe nam-d) that as the Coach paſs d by, 
a certain Perſon, who had been. wounded upon the High- 
evay not far from them, called out ſor ſonie Body to re- 
ceive his Confeſſion, and that a Prieſt, who <vas with 


| them in the Coach, went out to do it, <vith whom alſo 


ſhe went out of Curioſity, accompanied by an Uncle of 
bers, <vlo came along <vith her. They order'd, in re- 
gard it was grown late, to adjourn the Buſineſs till 
the next Day, that a more exact Enquiry might be 
made into it; and in the mean time, that al} who 
came along with the Coach ſhould not ſtir from 
Corduba without Permiſſion. This done, Corrina was 
brought back to the Officer's Houſe, where ſhe was 
to continue that Night, The Florentine accompanied 
her; but though he had liv'd at a far greater Diſ- 
tance, he wad havc thought it no great way to 
have waited on a Lady, with whom he was already 
over Head and Ears in Love. Taking leave of her 
at the Officer's Houle, he proffer'd her all the Ser- 
vices lay in his Power, for which ſhe thank'd him, 
yet taking it for no more than a Compliment, The 
Vexation the concciv'd at her being thus unexpected - 
ly ftay'd brought her into ſome Fits of a Fever, rhc 
tuft, of a Tertian, which the afterwards fell into. 
The next Day all the Perſons who came in the: 
Coach being examined, gave the fane Account as 
Corrina had done before; whereupon Ve vas 
let at Liberty. Other Witneſſes alſo who knew 
lomewhat concerning the Duel, were heard, and ga c 
the Judges a perfect Knowledge of the Murder, !Va/ſ- 
gues went immediately to viſit Corring, expretiinsy 
himſelf extreamly tronbled at her Ind iſpoſition 
He did all he could to cheer her up, that they might 
prolecute their Journey. But the Phyſician who had 
R 


vilited 
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viſited her adyis'd her not to remove thence till ſhe 
had recover'd- her Fever; and told her, That ſve 
could not travel any further without Hazard of her 
Life; which being ſo, the Coach-man was forced 
to leave them behind, but they were adjudged to 
defray the Charges of their Places, and he to de- 
liver up what they had in the Coach. The Fo- 
ventine came often to ſee the fair Traveller at the 
Officer's Houſe, and began to treat her very nobly, an 
Humour the more remarkable in him, who, for ſor- 
did Niggardlineſs, might be compared to the Cove- 
tous Mercator: But Love, tho' but a ſmall Deity, 
yet many times docs great Miracles, turning Avarice 
into Prodigality, and Cowardile into Courage, 
Corrina kept her Bed fifteen Days, during which 
time, ſhe was conſtantly viſited by Seignior Nicola, 
{ſo was called the amorous Florentine) and after the 
Vilit,-came in a Servant with a Treat of Sweermeats 
and Wild-Fowl, which the Officer and his Wite 
were glad to ſec, for the beſt Share fell to them. 
| At lait the Lady with her Health reover'd alſo her 
1 good Complexion and her Beauty, and the Flo- 
| rentine continuing his Civilitics, proffer'd her 2 
j Houſe with a fair Garden, which he had on the 
fide of a pleaſant River. Vaſquez, whom ſhe c.l!'d 
her Uncle, advis'd her, not to refuſe that proffer ; ſor 
he had diſcover d the Man to be extreamly in Love wit 
Ver; that he was very rich; and that they might get as 
nuich ont of the Florentine, as they had out of the Cone. 
tous Mercator. Corrina accepted the Profter, and 
ſet things in Order to go to the Florentine s, and to 
continue there till (he had recovered her (elf ſo well, 
as that ſhe might proſecute her Journey. The Flo 
rentine would not have it known at Corduba, that he 
had broughc her to his Country-Houle, to p: event 
Peoples Talk, and other Inconvenierces that might 
have. enſu'd: So that with the Conſent of Corriza 
he gave out, That ſhe hal leſt tie City in order to lt 
/Projecuticu of her Fourney. Accordingly there were 
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two Mules brought for her and Vaſauex, and two 
others to carry the Luggage ; and having left Cor- 
duba, towards the Evening, to blind the Eyes of the 
Inquiſiti ve, they kept on their Way to Madrid: But 
having rid about half a League, they turn'd back 
again, and took up their Quarters at Seignior Ni-ola's, 
which was not above two flight Shot from the City. 
There he expected her, with a Magnificent Supper 
which he had provided. Here the Florentine diſco- 
ver'd his Love to her more freely than before. 

As to his Perſon ; his Age was about Forty, and 
of a good Manly Countenance, having bury'd his 
Wife ſome two Years before, by whom he had no 
Children. He was a wholeſale Merchant, and tra- 
ded in all forts of Commoditics, inſomuch that all 
the other Merchants, not only of the City, bur 
alſo of other Places thereabouts, came to him; 
for he held a Comeſpondence in all Parts. He 
was 2 very thrifty Perſon, nay, to give him his duo 


Character, I mould uſe no other Expteſſions: Ho 


had ſome Yearly Revenue, beſides twenty thouſand 
Crowns in ready Money, and ſixty thouſand in Cre- 
dit, and his own Trading, which was very great, 
He was a great Student, and had flady'd at Pavia 
and Bononia, before he became Heir to his Brother, 
who dy'd a very rich Man in Spain, and that Inhe- 
ritance it was, that occaſion'd his Marriage at Cor- 
duba. He had ſo paſſionate an Affection for Cor- 
rina, that he uſed all the Ways he could imagine, 
to inſinuate himſelf into her Favour. Upon that 
Account it was that he proffered her the ute of his 
Connt Houſe, to take the Air, and recover her 
Indiſpolition ; conceiving, that being at his own 
Houſe, it would be the more caſy for him to com- 
paſs his Deſires. She had been told by Vaſquez, 
That this Merchant was à <well-feather'd Fowl, and 


| might be eaſily pluckd; and ſin'e this good Luck bad 


fallen to them by Chance, they ſhould make the beſt Ad- 
vantage they could of * That Night they only 
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ſapp'd, and every one went to his Reft, for it was ve. 
ry late, The Florentine made as if he would have 
teturn'd to the City, and lie there; but his Servants, 
whom he had before inſtructed, perſuaded him, 
Not to go abroad at that unſeaſonable time of Night, 
for ſear of meeting with any Thieves ; beſides, there le- 
ing 4 Preſs iu the City, where many young Men preſum d 
co do Miſchief in the Night, and yobb d ali they met. 
At laſt, being perſuaded not to ftir out, he was glad 


to pals away ſome part of the Night in diſcourtin 


with Corrina, and being got to Bed, his Bufincl; 
was to conſider, by what Means and with leaf 
Charges he might obtain his Deſires of her. Scve-— 
ral things came into his Mind, but the eaficſt he 
could find, ſuitable to his Humour, was to forget 
ker, and never think of her any more. For be knew 
the Age we live in to be ſuch, that it is a Miracle to 
get any Kindnets in Love without Liberality. 

The nest Morning he commanded ſomewhat 
$:0u}d be made ready for her breakfaſt, not imagi— 
ning ſhe was up: but when Word was brought him, 
that ſhe <vas out of Bed, the Florentine would needs 
% into her Chamber, to chide her for riſing fo ſoon, 
aid by that mcans to fee whether Corrina's Beauty 
were any way obliged to Artifice. He found her 
a Combing her Head, and ſo had a full Sight 
of ber” Hair, which was of a great Length, and 
of a Cheſt-nut Colour. The Florentine gave Heaven 
thanks, who with fo many other Pertections, had 
beltowed 62 ber iuch an excellent Head of Hair: 
But he was much more aftonithed, when upon her 
dividing it into Two parts, to make him an Anſwer, 
he ſaw her Face, as heautiful as it had appear'd to 
him when ſhe went to Bed; a thing able to inflame 
a Perſon leſs inclined to Love and more Avarice 
than he was; inaſmach as there is not a greater 
Charm, to ſecure 4 Lover's Heart, than to ſve that the 
Beauty of his Miftrels is Natural, and fcorns to bor- 


- Tov. any thing of Art, Corina indeed was nat mich 
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troubled to look after Waters, Paints, Pomatums, 


Unguents, and ſuch things, wherewith ſuch Women, 


who ſtand in need of them, haſten on cheir Age with 


their Wrinkles, and loſe. their Youth e're the y are 
aware. She only waſh'd her ſelf in fair Water, and 
needed no other Vermillion to heighten the Beauty 
of her Face, than that of her own lively Complex- 
ion. The Merchant ask'd avbetler ſbe crould be 
pleaſed to ſee the Garden? She made bim An- 
ſwer, That ſh? <wvas. extreanily ol lized to him for the 
Trouble he gave himfelf to divert ber; and to fatisty 
him how kindly ſhe took that Favour at his Hands, 
me went along with him juſt as ſhe was, without 
putticg up her Hair, which hanging down over her 
Shoulders, added much to her Beauty, ar d it is not 
much to be doubred but the had a Deͤſign in it. 
She went down with this new Gallant of hers, why 
thought it an extraordinary Pleaſore to have her by 
the Hand; and in that Poſture ſhe ſaw the whole 
Garden, teeming to be much taken with the Do- 
lig he fulnels of it. 
Havi irg recreated herſelf with him, till the Sun bg- 
gan to be ſomewhat hor, the return'd into the Houle, 
nol broke her faſt ; after which, having difcoufed, 
of ſeveral things, the detired to ſee the whole Houle. 
The Amorous Florentine defiring nothing fo much

' 1er, . 4 which there was a little Oratory, and 1n that 


Clofet there were a great many Pieces of Painting, 
done at Rome. of extraoidin: LV Value, anus Det's of | 
Gold and Silver Gilt, and Flowers done as near the 
Life as could be imagin'd. The Cloſet was tull 
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of Books very richly Bound, and neatly diſpoſed of 
into Gilt Drawers. Vaſquez, who was a Curious 
Lerſon, and read much, was looking very carneſtly 
on the Titles of the Books, which were in one Draw- 
er; and having put that into his Place, he took out 
another, wherein there were others very curiouſly 
Bound, bur had no Titles on the Backs. Vaſquez 
apens one of them, and finds the Author of it to be 
Arnaldus de villa Nova, and near that were the Works 
of Rogno Alquindas, Raymundus Lullius, Cornelius A- 
grippa, and Doctor Dee Actions with Spirits, 

Lhe Merchant perceiving him fo taken up with 
the peinſual of thoſe Books, asx'd him bat bg 
look'd on jo attentively ? I find here, Sir, (replies Val- 
que z) a great many Boks of Chymiſtry, and from the 
Curioſity 1 obſerve in your Collection of Treatiſes of that 
kind, I infer, that you have ſtudy d that Science. "Tis trus 
( ſays the Florentine) I have ſpent ſome time inthe 
Peruſal of thoſe Authors. But how far, I pray, are you 
acguainted with them? Only ſo far, (replies the 
other) that I have ſpent the beſt part of my Life in that 
Study, Nay then, (lays the Florentine) you muſt 
negds be a very great Chymiſt. I am not to acknowledge 
cobat I am, (replies Valquez) we will Diſcourſe a- 
not her time of thoſe things more at large; for the preſent, 
1 ſbal! only tell you, that heſides theſe Authors, I have 
read all I could ever meet with that treated of this Sci- 
ence. hade turned over the Works of Avicenna, 


Albertus Magnus, Terno, Pythagoras, the Secrets of 


Callidus, the Book of the Allegory of Morrillus, that 
of the Secret Stone, and that Intituled de Tribuis Viri- 
bis; beſides many Minuſcrips, which I never ſhe d 
any Man. The Florentine was almoſt out of himſelf 
for Joy to hear theſe things. I am extreamly glad 
(faid he to him) that this Science pleaſes you, for I 
have à particular Inclination for it. I know it very 
well ( replies Vaſquez, ) (which he ſaid, having 
already reſolved how to put a Slur upon him) but 
in regard I place a great Confidence in you, I will 2 a 

thing 
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hing in your Ear, which you <vill be much aſtoniſo d at. 
It is this, (wiſpering him in the Ear) that my Niece 
knows, without any Study, in a manner as much as I 
do of this Art, and is very Fortunate in the Praftick Part 
of it, as you ſhall ſee by Experience; but I entreat you 
not to ſpeak to her of it at this time, for ſhe <vould not 


Hate it known to any, nay would not take it well. 


7aſquex, could not have pitched upon a more likely 
way to bring the Florentine into the Gin; for his A- 
varice was ſuch, that he would have parced with 
his Soul to find out the PHilaſopher t Stone; hoping, if 
he once got that Secret, ever after wards to Sw im in 
Gold. 

Corrina buly'd her ſelf at the other end of the 
Cloſer, while Vaſquez: made this Diſcourſe to the 
Florentine, and was looking upon ſome other Curious 


and. Pleaſant Buoks ; for there were of all Soits. 


Yer ſhe-was not ſo attentive, but ſhe heard ſome- 
what. of Vaſquez's Diſcourſe concerning Chymiſtry. 
and perceived the Merchant. was much taken with it. 
The truth is, Vaſquez had ſome Knowle !pe iu rhe 
Science, and had ſpent a conſiderable Sum of Money 
to find out the Fhiloſopher's Stone; which though 
many had ſought, yet could not any affi-m they had 
met with it. The Succeſs he had in that Pufinefs 
only fatisfy'} him of their Folly, who ſpend their 
Time and | ſtates in fo ridiculous a Di quition, ard 
he was glad to meet with fo good an Opportunity 
to recover ſome Part of the Money he had ſquander'd 
away 1n the Search after it, For the Florentive, crc- 
diring what was told him by T:/quez, imagin'd him- 
ſelf lomewhat above a Fringe. He told him, that 
n that very Houſe he had all Nings requiſte to maße 
tre Experiment ; and thereupon brovght him into the 
Room full of Furnaces, Alembicks, Glaſſes, ard 
Crucibles, with all the Inftruments uled by the Chy- 
miſts, and good ſtore of Charcoal. Vaſquez ſeeing 
that, concluded the Merchant wonld be caſily taken, 
and what made.him the more confident was, that he 
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imagin'd he underſtood all thoſe Books; whereas 
Vaſquez was fatisfy'd he knew only ſo much of them, 


as would ſerve to bring him into the Nooſe. In fine, 
they gave over talking of it any further at that time; 


though the Florentine was unwilling to quit the Dil- 
courſe. They went down thence into a Ground- 
room, the Windows whereof looked into the faireſt 
Fart of the Garden, where Dinner expected them. 
After Dinner, Vaſquez, pretend ing it was his Cuſtom 
to take a Nap, left the Merchant alone with Coy- 
inn, to whom he took Occaſion to make a full Dit. 
covery of his Love; aſſuring her, that all he bad 
Sas at her Servie, aud deſiring ber to diſpoſe of it as 
The gleasd. She feem'd to entertain the Proffers of 
is Aitection with much Kindneſs, yet at that time 
ſhe only raiicd him into a flight Hope; ſheving 
her ſelf very pleaſant to him. | 
thaving {een a Lute in one of the Rooms above 
Stairs, he deſir'd it might be brought down for 
her Mulick, at which the was Excellent, and con- 
tributed much to the bringing about her Deſign. 
The Merchant, who had a little Skill at that Inftru- 
ment himtelf, was very glad to hear that ſhe us'd it, 
and caus'd 1t to be immediately fetch'd ; ſaying 
that his Deceas d Wife play d excellently well upon it, 
and that avout a deen night before, having entertain d 
fome of her Friends with a Collation, they had ſet it in 
Tune. The Lute being come, Corrina began to Play, 
and made it appear, that there were very few who 
could excel her ar that Inſtrument. The Florentine 
was aſtoniſh'd at her Dexrerity ; and to bring him 


ablolutely to her Lure, ſhe ſung an Air to it, but 


with ſuch a Grace, chat he was at a loſs, whether he 
mould more admirc her Hand, or her Voice. The 
truth is, ſhe had a particular Excellency in both; ſo 
that his exceſſive Commendations of them were not 
lo full of Flattery as might be expected from a Perſon 


-» paſhonately in Love. With a modeſt Bluſh, which 


ſpreads it ſelf gently over her Face, (a thing ſhe 
could 
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could command, tho' never acquainted with Shame) 
Me ſeem'd to expreſs a certain Baſhfulneſs, and er'e 
it were quite difpelled, Seignjor Nicola, (faid ſhe to 
him) What I have done was only for your Diverſion ; 
be pleaſed to receive it with ſome regard to the Deſire 
had to endeavour your Satisfaftion ; which yet I hade 
not done, without much timerity, before a Perſon of ſo 
delicate an Ear as you ave Maſter of, and one, no 
doubt, wont to hear the beſt Voices in the World, I 
never heard any, (replies Nicola) that come near yours, 
and therefore, I befeech you, let not your Modeſty oc- 
caſion you any Prejudice ; nay rather be Proud, Madam, 
of the excellent Endowments von have ſo liberally 
receiy'd from Heaven, and acknewledae the Favours 
it has done you. Be more ſenſible of your ox0n Worth, 
and thizk my Approbation below it. And yet <when [ 
was a young Man I «was much addicted to Muſick, 
and ſome <vould needs perſwade me that my time wes 
cvell beſtowed in it. I muſt confeſs the Spaniſh Tongue 
comes not ſo natural to me a« the Italian, the Graces 
and Benuties whereof, I have better ſtudy d upon 
the Theorbo, which I am Maſter ef as in ſome Mea- 
ſure I may ſatisfy the Hearer. Whereupon 3 
that Corrina would have laid by the Lute he deſire 
her to make uſe of it a little lonzer, and to Sing one 
Air more, which ſhe, to humour him, did. 

Nicola took occaſion to give his dear Corrina 
greater Commendations for the | Excellency of her 
Voice than he had done before, and ſhe to renew 
her Thanks to him for the Favour he did her. He 
thought it time to give her Leave to take a little 
reſt, and he went himſelf into another Room to 
do the like. Vaſquez on the other fide, inſtead 
of Sleeping, was contriving how to get the Philo- 
lopher's Stone, not for the credulous Florentine, but 
out of him. He had ſo perſwaded him of his 
Abilities in that Science, that he deſir'd nothing ſo 
much as to be as knowing in it as he was, bur all 


out of no other Deſign than to ſatisfy his own in- 


ſatiable 
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ſatiable Avarice. He imagin'd that if he could 
find the Philoſopher's Stone, (a Rock rather, againſt 
which ſo many have wreck'd themſelves) all his 
Houſhold-ftuft ſhould be of Gold, that he {hould 
be as rich as Cræſus, and that the wealthieſt about 
the City, compared to him, would be little better 
than Beggars, 
Vaſquez had alſo a long Diſcourſe with Corrina, 
about the Means how they ſhould get the Gud- 
eon into the Net. He gave her ſome Inſtructions 
in Writing, that the Florentine might find ite knew 


ſomething of the Science, at leaſt the Terms of it; 


Corrina got them by Heart; and, to bcgio be 
Cheat, Vaſquez ask'd for ſome Links of à Gold C i 
ſhe had brought from Sevil. It was a large we _ +. 
if there were a dozen Links taken from 1:, wity 
would not have been miſsd. Beivg come into 
the City, he goes into a Gold-ſmirh's Shop to melt 
down thole Links into an Ingot, which he brought 


back to the Houſe, and communicated bis Deſign 


to Corrina.

Nicola, who had flept all. this while as ſoundly 
as if he had not been in Love; comes in to them, 
and they began to talk of ſeveral things, far from 
having any Kelation to the Buſineſs he had been 
about: which Vaſquez did purpoſely to engage 
the other to fall firſt into that Diſcourſe. And 
indeed within a quarter of an Hour, he was gotten 
into the Subject of Chymiſtry. Va/quez dil- 
cours'd of it after the Rate of a Man that had 
{pent his whole tate in the Work; inaſmuch that 
Nicola was- aſtoniſhed thereat : For though he pre- 
tended much Skill in the Science, yet could not but 
acknowledge himſelf inferiour to the other. VA 
que x, defirous to give the Merchant all the Satis- 
faction he could deſire, told him, that he could turn 
what Metal he pleas'd into Gold. The Florentine was 
raviſh'd at the Propoſal, and earneſtly entreated 


him that he might ſee it done, Vaſquez ask'd him 
ci He 
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to hether there vere any Charcoal in the Houſe? the 
Florentine told him there was good Store; for he had 
had the Curiofity to make ſome Tryali thereof himſelf. 
They went up both into the Room where they 
had been before, and finding it full of Furnaces, 
Creuſets, Alembicks, and other Chymical Inſtru- 
ments, Vaſquez ſaid to him, Here wwe have all things 
requiſite for the preſent. He caus'd ſome Fire to be 
brought, and having put a little Copper into a 
Creuſet to melt, the Florentine ſaw it melting. Vaſ- 
quez, took a Box out of his Pocket, wherein was 
a Paper full of Powder, which he ſaid was the 
moſt Principal Ingredient in the whole Work. He 
put it into the Creuſet, which being brought as 
cleverly as he could to the Window, he pour d out 
the melted Copper, and put in the Ingot of Gold 
into its Place; and when he had cover'd it, he told 
the Florentine, that it ſhould not be flirr'd thence for 
half an hour. That time they ſpent in diſcourſing 
of ſeveral things in Chymiftry, wherein Nicola de- 
ſi d to make ſome further Progreſs. At laſt, Vaſ- 
quez thought it time to ſhew him what he had done, 
and ſo opening the Creuler, he took out tne Ingot 
and ſhewd it hita. The coverous Miſer was tranſ- 
ported with Joy to ſee it; though he were not fully 
ſatished of its being perfect Gold. Vaſquez wilh'd 
him to have it try'd by a Gold-ſmith ; which Trouble 
he would needs take upon himſelf; and having 


found that it was very fine Gold, of twenty two 
| Carats, he returns extraordinarily well ſatisfied. 
| While he was gone out, Vaſquez inſtructed Corrine 
| how to effect their Deſign upon Nicola; who being 
more covetous than amorous, would have them 
immediately to begin the great Work of finding 
the Philoſopher's Stone. He promiſed Vaſquez ex- 
traordinary Recompences, and told him, that he 


would be at the whole Charge, tho it ſhould amount 


to twenty thouſaud Crowns, Vaſquez, who had = 
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trivd how to gull the Merchant, return'd this An- 
ſwer to the great Proffers he had made him.

Nicola returned Vaſquez his moſt atteCtionate 
Thanks for the great 'I'ruſt he repos'd in him, and 
thought himſelf fo happy in the Diſcovery he had 
made to him, that he concciv'd the greateſt Nobles 
might juſtly envy him. His Anſver to him was, 
"That the Grounds and Motives on which he conceal'd the 
excellent Knowledge he had acquired ere juſt and ra- 


tional; ſince that no doubt but be <vould be confined, tho 


fer no other Reaſon than this, to prevent his carrying 
over ſuch a Secret into another Country, to ſerve 4 
King that were an Encny to his Catholick Majeſty. He 
acknocvledr d hinſelf infinitely ohlig d to him, and Wijh'd 
it cvere in his Power to ſerve him; but having only the 
Trealth he <cas poſſeſſed of te proffer him, he entreated 
lim to "diſpoſe of it as freely as if it «vere his own ; 
and ſince be had ſhezen bin a Triil of his Abilities, 
bat he ould not think thit enounh, but ere be left 
Corduba cron give him ſaci further Inſtructions. as 
being oblerved, he ſhoulu not miſcarry in the great Work, 
ques promiſed to ſatisfy his Defires, telling him 

withal, 
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withal, That ſo precious a thing a, Gold could not be 
gotten but with Gold, and the Foundations of all De- 


 fens require Charge; that the Philoſopher's Sione could

be were reſolu'd he ſhould attempt the doing of it, be 
muſt be at the whole Charge, and that afterwards il 
Profit ſhould be equally divided, and that in a ſhen 
time he <vould be glutted with Wealth. 

The Florentine, raviſh'd at the Propoſal, prof- 
ferd to ſpend all he was Worth upon that Account, 
Corrina promiſed to aſſiſt them. Nay, (ſays Vaſquez 
to her) there is ſuch a Neceſſity of your Aſſiſtance, that 
eve (ball not be able to do ſo well without it. They 
thereupon reſolved , that within two Days they 
ſhould begin the great Work. Vaſquez told him, 
that the Principal of the Divine Elixer, ( ſo the 
Chymiſts call the Perfection of their Work) vas 
formed out of the Solidity of Mercury, and other 
things which he nam'd to him, together with the 
Urine and Excrement of a Red-Hair'd Child; that 
all was to be put into an Alembick, with Powder of 
Aloe, the Infuſion of Opium, Toads Greaſe, 4, 
ſenick and Salt-Petre; but he hoped to do it chicfly 
with the Urine and Excrements aforeſaid, which he or- 
der'd Nicola by all means to procure, as being the 
moſt neceſſary Ingredients of all, 

He — 2 to find it; and to begin the Work, 
the Merchant deliverd him Five Hundred Crowns 
in Gold, to buy certain precious Drugs, which he 
ſaid was neceſſary. And this the Florentine did the 
more willingly, as well our of the Confidence he 
had to receive them multiplied into ſo mauy 
thoulands, as out of a Deſign he had thought on 
the Night before of making Corrina his Wite, and 
by that Means aſſuring himſelf of Vaſquez. Where- 
upon that very Evening after Supper he took Occa - 
ſion to carry Vaſquez along with him into the Gar- 
den, and acquainted him with his Reſolution. The

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and accordingly he approv'd of his Intention, and 


acknowledg'd it would be a great Honour to his 
Niece, to meet with ſo worthy a Perſon ; but that 
there was one Obſtacle to be firſt removed.

of Quality, who was very backward in paying, in Or- 
der to her Reception into a Nunnery ; but that as ſoon 
as the Diſpenſation were come from Rome, they would 
conclude the Marriage, which he doubted not but ſhe 
evould accept, not only out of the Compliance ſhe had ever 
expreſs'd towards him, but alſo out of this Conſideration, 
that ſhe <vas to match her ſelf with a Perſon inclined 
to the Study of a Science, wherein ſhe had naturally 
aitain'd ſo great Perfection. Nicola was the molt 
ſatisfied Man in the World to have ſuch a parcel of 
good Words given him; infomnch that from that 
very Hour Vaſquez became abſolute Mafter of all he 
was poſſeſſed of. 

Vaſquez, and Corrina having conferred Notes upon 
this new Qvertuce, were more confident than ever x0 
compaſs their Deſigns. He freely laid out the Mo- 
ney receiv'd of Nicola in Druggs, perſuading him 


that they were not to be had under ſuch and ſuch 


Rates. He alſo furniſhed himſelf with new Fur- 
naces, Creuſets and Alembicks, pretending that thoſe 
in the Houſe before were not for his Purpoſe, In 
the mean time the filly Merchant was enquiring up

| the Mother fearing it was to be uſed in ſome Opera- 
tion of Witch; craft, would not eafily let him have 


it; but Money is Omnipotent, and can do any thing. 


\ ”a/quey, could have done as much in one Day as in 
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an hundred, as to the Performance of w hat he pro- 
miſled ; but the poor Merchant mult be tool'd ſome 
way or another till he met with an Opportunity to 
ſmite him, and take a Dog's Leave of Corduba, with 
as much as he could ſhift away. on two good Horſes, 
which lay leaguer in a ſecret Place for that Purpole, 
He diſpos'd all the Diſtillations into the Furnaces, 
in the Preſence of Nicola. He brought ſome Metal, 
as Braſs, Copper, and Tin, ſeveral forts of Salts, 
and other things commonly uſed by the Chymitts ; 
and ſetting Fire to the Furnaces, they diſtill'd what 
had been put into them, but contributing nothing 
ro the Buſineſs, and only to abuſe him, who was at 
the Charge of all the Foolery. As to Nicola's Love, 
he was much better treated than he was before; 
inaſmuch as ſince the Propoſal of Marriage, Corina, 
the better to carry on the main Deſign, grew more 
kind to him; eſpecially in Vaſquez's Abſence, 
which the beſotted Coxcomb was ſo tranſported 
with, that he knew not whether his Head or his 
Heels were on the Ground.

been his moſt faithful Relations. Vaſquez had Ic! 
in the Cuſtody of a certain Friend of the Merchant 
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a good Sum of Money, and ſome Jewels of great 
Value, with Order they ſhould not be delivered to 


any but to one of them two. Befides which, he 


brought ſome to his Country Houſe, and hid them in 
a ſecret Place, in the Preſence of Corrina, of whom 


he had a Confidence, as if ſhe had really been his 


Wife. Vaſquez, who was ſtill buly. about his Dit- 
tillations, pur him.in good Hope that within twenty 
Days he ſhouJd ſce the End of the great Work, and 


his Houſe full of Gold, to recover the Loſs he had- 


receiv'd by his Debtors, 

About this time there happen'd a Buſineſs which 
oblig'd the Merchant to take a Jouruey, to adviſe 
with a Correfpondent of his how to prevent this 
Misfortune he ſaw coming upon him Va/quez and 
Corrina being entruſted with the Houſe, thought it 
a fair Opportunity to diſlodge, and make the beſt 
they could of the preſent Game. They ſecui d all 
the Money and Jewels they could come at, and left 
the Plate, and ſome other things they could not fo con- 
veniently carry away, behind them, though with 
ſome Regret ; thinking it more Prudence to make a 
ſafe Retreat with what were conſiderable, than to 
Hazard all by graſping at too much. Having there- 
fore loaden themſelves with what was moſt precious, 
they lefr the Furnaces and the Alembick, which 


made the Philoſophers Stone, at the Coſt of the 


Abſent Merchant, and took Horſe while the People 
of the Houſe were faſt aſſeep. They took their Way 
towards Malaga, and travell'd all Night, having 
about them Six thouſand Crowns in Money and Jew- 
els, and left upon the Table near rhe Furnaces, 2 
Paper with ſome Lincs, to haſten the credulons Mer- 


{ chant to hang himſelf, 


Two Days after their Departure he returns home, 


| very ill ſatisfied with his Journey, in that he had 


not done any thing in the Bulineſs which occaſion d 


it. All the Hope he now had was in his Uncle Vaſ- 
fuer; imagining by his Meaws he thould yet be able

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to ſhew his Head, and not only keep up his Reputa- 
tion, bnt.allo be richer than ever he had been; ſuch 
a ſtrange Miſt had the Witcheraft of Chymiſtry caſt 
before his Eyes. He came not to his Country-houſe 
till atter Night, where he found the Servant whom 
he had left with Vaſquez and Corrina; for the reſt 
of his People were in the City. The Servant re- 
ceived him with a ſad Countenance; and being got 
up Stairs, he asd him (fearing ſomewhar amiſs) 
chere his ueſts were? Of whom the Servant could 
give him no. Account, as not having ſeen them when 
they went out; and con:d only ſay, that twwo Nights 
before they had lock'd him in at two Rooms <vhere he lay, 
which he had been fore d to break open, becauſe he could 
not otherwiſe get out. They. ſearch'd up and down, 
and fouad the Cheſts had been open'd, and all the 
Money convey 'd away. This was not the worſt the 
Merchant feared, but that they had alſo been with 
him in whole Cuttody he had greater Sums of Mo: 
rey, and the moſt precious of his Houſho!d-St:#, 
It being too late ro make any Enquiry that Night, 
he thought it his beit Courſe to go to Bed; but de- 
ſirous to /iſit the Furnaces once more, he finds on the 
Table the Paper left there by Vaſquez, which having 
open'd, he found in it theſe Lines.

The poor Merchant had no ſooner read them, erg 
he was convinced they were his kind Gueſts who had 
robb'd him, and extratted what he had in his 
Cheſts and Cabinets with more Eaſe than he had in- 
fus'd it into them. How he ſpent the Night is only 
to be imagin'd; being juſt upon the Point of break- 
ing, and not knowing any Means to remedy it. All 
the Hope he had was, that the Money and Jewels 
which he had left in a Friend's Hand were ſafe 
enough ; nay, he deſpaired not to find ont thoſe 
who had done him the Miſchief. He turn'd himſelf 
from one fide to another, not out of any Diftur- 
bance occaſion'd by his Love to the crafty Corrina, 
(for that was abſolutely loſt with his Money) but 
that he had been fo balely trappan'd by a beggarly 
Raſcal. Then did he begin to curſe Chymiſtry, and 
all the Authors that cver writ of it; whereas he 
ſhould rather have given Heaven Thanks, who by 
the Cheat which was put upon him, had prevented 
the Proſecution of his Deſign, which might abſo— 
iutely have ruin'd him.
